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CHAPTER  1. 

An  Act  to  continue  temporarily  certain  Powers  for  ihe

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows :

WHEREAS  the  raising  or  keeping  of  a  standing  army  within 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  in  time 
of  peace,  unless  it  be  with  the  consent  of  Parliament,  is  against 
law: 

And  whereas  it  is  adjudged  necessary  by  Her  Majesty  and  this    . 
present  Parliament,  that  a  body  of  forces  should  be  continued  for^ 
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the  safety  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  defence  of  the  possessions 
of  Her  Majesty's  Crown,  and  that  the  whole  number  of  such  forces 
should  consist  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  thousand  one  hundred 
and  seventy-four,  including  those  to  be  employed  at  the  depdts 
in  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  for  the 
training  of  recruits  for  service  at  home  and  abroad,  but  exclusive 
of  the  numbers  actually  serving  within  Her  Majesty's  Indian 
possessions : 

And  whereas  it  is  also  judged  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the 
United  Kingdom;  and  the  defence  of  the  possessions  of  this  realm, 
that  a  body  of  Royal  Marine  forces  should  be  employed  in  Her 
Majesty's  fleet  arid  naval  service,  under  the  direction  of  the  Lord 
High  Admiral  of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  the  Gommissionev^  for 
executing  the  office  of  Lord  High  Admiral  aforesaid :  . 

And  whereas  the  said  marine  forces  may  frequently  be  quartered 
or  be  on  shore,  or  sent  to  do  duty  or  be  on  board  transport  ships  or 
vessels,  merchant  ships  or  vessels,  or  other  ships  or  vessels,  or  they 
may  be  under  other  circumstances  in  which  they  will  not  be  subject 
to  the  laws  relating  to  the  government  of  Her  Majesty's  forces 
by  sea: 

And  whereas  no  man  can  be  forejudged  of  life  or  Hmb,  or 
subjected  in  time  of  peace  to  any  kind  of  punishment  within  this 
reahu  by  martial  law,  or  in  any  other  manner  than  by  the  judgment 
of  bis  peers  and  according  to  the  known  and  established  laws  of 
this  realm ;  yet  nevertheless  it  being  requisite,  for  the  retainh^  all 
the  before-mentioned  forces,  and  other  pereons  subject  to  military 
law,  in  their  duty,  that  an  exact  discipliue  be  observed,  and  thttt

An  Act  to  Amend  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1894. 

pOth  July  1896.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

L — (1.)  For  section  twenty-four  of  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act, 

1894,  shall  be  substituted  the  following  section,  namely : 

"  The  provisions  set  forth  in  Part  I.  (slaughter  at  port  of  landing) 
of  the  Third  Schedule  to  this  Act  shall  apply  to  all  foi-eign  animals 
other  than — 

(a)  foreign  animals  the  landing  of  which  is  for  the  time  being 

prohibited  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture ;  and 
(6)  foreign  animals  intended  for  exhibition  or  other  exceptional 
purposes,  and  the  landing  of  which  is  allowed  for  the  time 
being  by  the  Board,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Part  IL 
(quarantine)  of  the  Third  Schedule  to  this  Act." 
(2.)  Section  twenty-six  of  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  1894,  is 
hereby  repealed. 

2.  This  Act  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  January 
next  after  the  passing  thereof.

CHAPTER  16. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Law  with  respect  to  the  Rating  of 
Occupiers  of  Agricultural  Land  in  England,  and  for 
other  purposes  connected  therewith.     [20th  Judy  1896.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

1. — (1.)  During  the  continuance  of  this  Act,  that  is  to  say,  the  Exemption  of 
period  of  five  years  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  March  next  after  agricultural 
the  passing  of  this  Act,  the  occupier  of  agricultural  land  in  England  ^"^raS?  to^^ 
shall  be  liable,  in  the  case  of  every  rate  to  which  this  Act  applies,  which  this  Act 
to  pay  one  half  only  of  the  rate  in  the  pound  payable  in  respect  of  applies, 
buildings  and  other  hereditaments. 

(2.)  This  Act  shall  apply  to  every  rate  as  defined  by  this  Act, 
except  a  rate — 

(a)  which  the  occupier  of  agricultural  land  is  liable,  as  compared 
with  the  occupier  of  buildings  or  other  hereditaments,  to  be 
assessed  to  or  to  pay  in  the  proportion  of  one  half  or  less  than 
one  half,  or 

(b)  which  is  assessed  under  any  commission  of  sewers  or  in 
respect  of  any  drainage,  wall,  embankment,  or  other  work  for 
the  benefit  of  the  land. 

2. — (1.)  In  respect  of  the  deficiency  which  will  arise  from  the  Payment  out 
provisions  of  thi.-?  Act  in  the  produce  of  rates  made  by  the  spending  ^f  ^^^  Ivxa- 
authorities  in  Eodand,  as  herein-after  defined,  there  shall  during  ^^^^es^xoi 
the  continuance  of  this  Act —  deficiency 

(a)  be  paid  to  the  Local  Taxation  Account  an  annual  sum  (in  wising  from 
this  Act  referred  to  as  the  annual  grant)  of  such  amount  as  is  ®"™P'*®'^ 
certified  under  the  provisions  herein -after  contained ;  and 

(b)  be  issued  from  the  liocal  Taxation  Account  by  half-yearly 
payments  out  of  the  annual  grant  to  each  such  spending 
authority  a  share  of  that  grant  of  such  amount  as  is  certified 
under  the  provisions  herein-after  contained. 

(2.)  The  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue,  in  such  manner,  by 
such  payments,  and  under  such  regulations,  as  the  Treasury  direct, 
shall  pay  to  the  Local  Taxation  Account,  out  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  estate  duty  derived  in  England  from  personal  property,  the 
annual  sum  required  by  this  section  to  be  paid  to  that  account. 

(3.)  The  first  of  those  payments  shall  be  made  during  the  six 
monUis  ending  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  March  next  after  the 
passing  of  this  Act,  so  as  to  make  up  a  half-yearly  payment  to 
meet  the  issues  to  spending  authorities  on  account  of  the  six 
ensuing  months. 
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Contributions  3. — (I.)  Where  any  spending  authority  require  in  any  half  year 
from  more  than  qj.  other  period  to  raise  from'  two  or  more  parishes  a  sum  by  a  rate 
one  pans  .  ^  -^hich  this  Act  applies,  they  shall,  in  determining  the  net-  am6imt 
to  be  so  raised,  deduct  the  sum  issuable  to  them  in  respect  of  the 
said  rate  on  account  of  their  share  of  the  annual  grant  for  the  said 
half  year  or  other  period,  and  the  net  amount  after  that  deduction 
shall,  where  it  would  otherwise  be  raised  in  proportion  to  the 
rateable  value,  be  raised  in  proportion  to  the  assessable  value  of 
those  parishes. 

(2.)  For  the  ^purposes  of  this  section  the  assessable  value  of  a 
parish  shall  be  the  rateable  value  thereof  reduced  by  an  amount 
equal  to  one  half  of  the  rateable  value  of  the  agricultural  land  in 
the  parish.

(h)  of  the  share  of  such  grant  to  be  paid  annually  to  each

under  this  Act,  and  for  that  puipose  shall  determine  in  the  pi^ 
scribed  manner  the  amount  which  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  is 
to  be  taken  as  having  been  raised  during  ihe  last  year  before  tiie 
passing  of  this  Act  by  any  rate  to  which  this  Act  applies  for  the 
expenditure  of  each  spending  authority. 

(2.)  Such  proportion  of  the  whole  amount  so  taken  to  be  raised 
in  respect  of  any  hereditaments  or  parishes  as  the  Local  Govern^ 
ment  Board  estimate  to  be  the  proportion  of  the  total  rateable 
value  of  those  hereditaments  or  parishes  which  represents  the  value 
of  agricultural  land,  shall  be  taken  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  as 
the  amount  raised  during  the  said  year,  by  the  said  authority,  by 
the  said  rate,  in  respect  of  agricultural  land,  and  one  half  of  that 
amouot  shall  be  taken  as  the  deficiency  which  will  arise  from  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  in  the  produce  of  the  ^aid  rate. 

(3.)  A  sum  equal  to  the  total  amount  of  the  deficienei^  thus 
estimated  for  all  the  spending  authorities  in  England  shall  be  the 
amount  of  the  annual  grant,  and  a  sum  equal  to  the  deficiency  thus 
estimated  in  the  case  of  each  spending  authority  shall  .be. the  share 
of  tl^t  spendix}g,  authority. in  the  annual  grant,  and  the  Local 
Government  Bosoxl.  shall  certify  the.san^e  accordingly.

6.  In  every  valuation  list  and  in  the  basis  or  standard  for  any  Separate 
county  rate,  and  in  any  valuation  made  by  the  council  of  aborongh  statement  in 
or  any  other  council  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  borough  or  other  &^°^f  y^^of 
'^te  agrieoltoral 

(a)  where  separate  hereditaments  are  specified  therein,  the  value  ^«L 
•  of  agricultural  land  shall  be  stated  separately  from  that  of  any 

building  or  other  hereditament ;  and 
(6)  in  every  case  the  total  rateable  value  oftheaffricultul^l  land 
in  each  parish  shaU  be  stated  separately  from  the  tot^l 
rateable  value  of  the  buildings  or  other  hereditaments  in  such 
parish ;  and  whenever  a  copy  of  the  total  of  the  rateable  value 
of  any  parish  is  required  to  be  sent  to  any  person,  such  copy 
shall  state  both  the  above-mentioned  totals ;  and  . 
(c)  where  any  hereditament  consists  partly  of  agricultural  land 
and  partly  of  buildings,  the  gross  estimated  rental  of  the 
buildings,  when  valued  separately,  in  pursuance  of  thid  Act, 
from  the  agricultural  land  shall,  while  the  buildings  ate  used 
only  for  the  cultivation  of  the  said  land,  be  calculated  not 
on  structural  cost,  but  on  the  rent  at  which  they  would  be 
expected  to  let  to  a  tenant  from  year  to  year,  if  they  could 
only  be  so  used;  and  the  total  gross  estimated  rental  of 
the  hereditament  shall  not  be  increased  by  the  said  separate 
valuation. 

6.— -(1.)  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act  returns  shaH  be  made  to  Procedure  for 
the  Local   Government  Board  in  accordance  with  the   prescribed  ascertaining 
regulations—  fofs^^iSltion 

(a)  by  every  spending  authority  in  relation  to  the  sums  actually  otr^^ot^^ 
received  by  them  or  their  predecessors  during  the  year  next  agricultural 
before  the  passing  of  this  Act  from  any  rate  to  which  this  Act  bSw^M^and 
applies;  and  other heredita- 

(6)  by  every  assessment  committee  or  council  whose  duty  it  is  »ents. 
to  revise  or  make  a  valuation  list,  basis,  standard  or  other 
valuation  for  any  parish,  in  relation  to  the  gross  estimated 
rental  and  rateable  value  of  that  parish,  and  the  proportion 
thereof  which  represents  agricultural  land ;  and 
(c)  by  any  such  authority,  committee,  or  council  in  relation  to 

any  other  prescribed  informatioUi 
(2.)  For  .the  purpose  of.  the  returns,  statements  showing  the  groes 
estimated  rental  and  ra;teable  value  of  the  agricultural  land  in  a 
parish,  and,  in  the  case  of  any  hereditament  separately  valued 
which  consists  in  part  of  agricultural  land  and  in  part  of  buildings 
or  other  hereditaments,  of  each  such  part,  shall  be  made  by.  the 
overseers  of  every  parish,  and  corrected  by  the  assessment,  com- 
mittee, and  sent  to  the  surveyor  of  taxes,  and  be  subject  to  objection 
or  appeal  by  the  said  surveyor  and  overseers  before  the  assessment 
committee,  and  the  justices  in  special  sessions,  and  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions,  and  subject  to  the  right  of  any  aggrieved  rate»- 
payer  to  be  heard  upon  the  said  appeal,  in  such  form,  within  such 
times,  and  generally  in  such  manner,  i^nd  subject  t6  such  ^rovisi6ns, 
as  may  be  prescribed.     These  provisions  shall  ccoiform  as  nearly  as  j 
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circumstances  will  permit  to  the  existing  statutory  law  respecting* 
valuation  lists,  as  regards  notices^  rights  to  inspect  and  take 
extracts,  the  hearing  of  objections,  and  otherwise. 

(3.)  The  Local  Government  Board  may  by  order  make  regular- 
tions  for  the  purpose  of  this  section,  and  also  generally  for  carrying 
into  effect  this  Act,  and  those  regulations  shall  be  laid  before  both 
Houses  of  Parliament,  and  if  neither  House  of  Parliament  within 
ten  days  passes  a  resolution  adverse  to  the  said  order,  they  shall  be 
binding  in  law  until  varied  in  the  same  mauner,  shall  have  effect 
as  if  they  were  enacted  in  this  Act,  and  shall  amongst  other  matters 
provide — 

(a)  for  fixing,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Treasury,  for  the 
purpose  of  the  division  in  the  statements  of  agricultural  land 
irem  buildings  or  other  hereditaments,  the  minimum  gross 
estimated  rental  and  rateable  value  of  the  buildings  or  other 
hereditaments ; 

(b)  for  giving  effect  to  a  notice  of  objection  or  appeal  by  the 
surveyor  of  taxes  unless  it  is  proved  that  such  notice  is  unfair 
or  incorrect ; 

(o)  for  the  temporary  adoption  by  the  county  council  or  any 
other  council,  of  the  division  in  the  return  between  the  totai 
rateable  value  of  agricultural  land  and  that  of  buildings  and 
other  hereditaments ; 

(d)  for  the  alteration  of  the  valuation  list  in  accordance  with  the 
statements  as  finally  settled  and  sending  copies  of  the  returns 
to  spending  authorities  and  for  applying  and  adapting  any 
statutory  form  or  procedure  respecting  the  valuation  list  or 
poor  rate ;  and 

(e)  for  adapting  this  Act  to  cases  where  there  is  no  valuation  list, 
or  where  a  sum  is  raised  by  rate  from  an  area  not  a  parish. 

(4.)  The  regulations  may  also  provide  fines  for  the  breach  thereof 
not  exceeding  forty  shillings,  or  in  case  of  any  continuing  offence 
not  exceeding  forty  shillings  a  day  during  the  coutinuance  of  the 
offence,  and  any  such  fine  may  be  recovered  as  a  crown  debt  or 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds  before  a  court  of 
summary  jurisdiction. 

As  to  spendiog  7^ — (1.)  Where  the  spending  authority  are  a  school  board  for 
authonties.  ^  school  district  which  is  a  parish,  or  the  surveyors  of  highways, 
the  amount  which  otherwise  would  be  payable  under  this  Act  to  the 
spending  authority  may  be  paid  to  the  guardians  of  the  poor  law 
union  in  which  the  parish  is  situate,  and,  if  so  paid,  shall  be  paid  or 
credited  by  them  to  the  spending  authority.

The  expression  "  prescribed  "  means  prescribed  by  order  of  the 
Local  Government  Board : 

The  expression  ''agricultural  land"  means  any  land  used  as 
arable,  meadow,  or  pasture  ground  only,  cottage  gajxlens  exceeding 
one  quarter  of  an  acre,  market  gardens,  nursery  m)unds,  orchards, 
or  allotments,  but  does  not  include  land  occupied  together  with,  a 
house  as  a  park,  gardens,  other  than  as  aforesaid,  pleasure-grounds, 
or  any  land  kept  or  preserved  mainly  or  exclusively  for  purposes 
of  sport  or  recreation,  or  land  used  as  a  racecourse :

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lc»rds  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

L— (1.)  The  Board  of  Trade  may,  if  they  think  fit,  by  certificate  Power  to 
form  into  any  fishery  district  or  districts,  or  add  to  any  existing  ^ijJSc^  in'^ 
or  future  district,  all  or  any  part  of  the  River  Great  Ouse  and  its  Norlblk  and 
tributaries,  and  of  the  rivers  and  streams  which  flow  into  the  sea  ^^affolk. 
north  of  Landguard  Point  and  south  of  the  coastguard  station  of 
Covehithe,  both  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  together  with  such  waters, 
estuaries,  and  portions  of  the  coast  and  sea  as  may  be  declared  by 
any  such  certificate  to  belong  to  any  district  formed  or  enlarged 
thereby,  and  may  by  any  such  certificate  fix  the  number  of  con- 
servators to  be  appointed  as  a  board,  and  the  number  of  members 
of  the  board  to  be  appointed  by  each  county  in  the  district,  and 
make  such  other  arrangements  as  may  seem  to  the  Board  of  Trade 
necessary  or  proper  in  connexion  with  the  formation  or  enlargement 
of  the  district.

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal^  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assemUed, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

1. — (1.)  Regulations  of  the  Local  Govemment  Board  made  in 
pursuance  of  section  one  hundred  and  thirty  or  section  one  hundred 
and  thirty-four  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  or  in  pursuance 
of  either  of  those  sections,  as  extended  to  London  by  the  Public 
Health  (London)  Act,  1891,  may  provide  for  such  regulations  being 
enforced  and  executed  by  the  officers  of  Customs  and  the  officers 
and  men  employed  in  the  Coastguard  as  well  as  by  other  authorities 
and  officers,  and  without  prejudice  to  the  generality  of  the  powers

sioners respectively,  within  any  such  lands,  the  CommissionerB 
shiill,  before  they  interfere  with  any  such  pipes,  sewers,  drains, 
mains,  or  lines,  or  interrupt  the  flow  of  sewage,  water,  gas,  or

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CHAPTER  25. 

An  Act  to  consolidate  the  Law  relating  to  Eriendly  and 
other  Societies.  [7th  August  1896.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  fiw  follows : 

The  Registry  Oj^Hce. 

1. — (1.)  There  shall  continue  to  be  a  chief  registrar  of  firiendly  The  registry 
societies  (in  this  Act  called  "  the  chief  registrar "),  and  one  or  ^®*^®* 
more  assistant  registrars  of  friendly  societies  for  England  (in  this 
Act   called   "  assistant   registrars   for   England "),    and   the   chief 
registrar  and  assistant  registrars  for   England  shall  continue  to 
constitute  the  central  office  of  the  registry  of  friendly  societies. 

(2.)  There  shall  continue  to  be  an  assistant  registrar  of  friendly 
societies  for  Scotland  (in  this  Act  called  "  assistant  registrar  for 
Scotland"),  and  an  assistant  registrar  of  friendly  societies  for 
Ireland  (in  this  Act  called  "  assistant  registrar  for  Ireland  "). 

(3.)  Every  chief  registrar  and  assistant  registrar  shall  be 
Appointed  by  and  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
Treasury. 

(4.)  The  chief  registrar  shall  be  a  barrister  of  not  less  than 
twelve  years  standing,  and  one  at  least  of  the  assistant  registrars 
for  England,  and  the  assistant  registrar  for  Ireland,  shall  be  a 
barrister  or  solicitor  of  not  less  than  seven  years  standinor,  and  the 
assistant  registrar  for  Scotland  shall  be  an  advocate,  writer  to  the 
signet,  or  solicitor  of  not  less  than  seven  years  standing. 

(5.)  The  central  office  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Treasury, 
have  attached  to  it  such  assistants  skilled  in  the  business  of  an 
actuary  and  an  accountant  as  may  be  required  for  discharging  the 
duties  imposed  on  the  office  by  this  Act. 

2. — (1.)  The  central  office  shall  continue  to  exercise  the  functions  Functions  of 
and  powers  formerly  vested —  ^  central 

(a)  as  respects  trade  unions,  in  the  registrar  of  friendly  societies 
in  England ;  and 

(6)  as  respects  building  societies,  in  the  registrar  of  building 
societies  in  England ;  and 

(c)  as  respects  unincorporated  benefit  building  societies,  loan 
societies,  and  societies  instituted  for  purposes  of  science  litera- 
ture or  the  fine  ai-ts,  in  the  barristers  appointed  to  certify  the 
rules  of  savings  banks  or  friendly  societies, 

and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  all  fees  payable  to  those  registrars 

and  barristers ;  and  all  enactments  relating  to  those  registrars  and  t 
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barristers  sball,  so  far  as  respects  trade  unions  and  such  societies  as 
aforesaid,  be  construed  as  applying  t6  the  central  oSce. 

(2.)  The  central  office  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  Treasury — 

(a)  prepare  and  cause  to  be  circulated,  for  the  use  of  societies, 
model  forms  of  accounts,  balance  sheets,  and  valuations ;  and 

(b)  collect  from  the  returns  under  this  Act  and  from  other 
sources,  and  publish  and  eirculaAe,  either  generally,  or  in  any 
particular  district,  or  otherwise  make  known,  such  information 
on  the  subject  of  the  statiakics  of  life  and  *siekness,  and  .the 
application  thereof  to  the  business  of  friendly  societies,  and 
such  particulars  of  their  returns  and  valuations,  and  such  other 
information  useful  to  the  members  of  or  to  persons  interested 
in  societies  registered  or  capable  of  being  registered  under  this 
Act,  as  the  chief  registrar  may  think  fit ;  and 

(c)  cause  to  be  constructed  and  published  tables  for  the  payment 
of  sums  of  money  on  death,  in  sicknessj^  cht  old  Age,  or  on 
any  other  contingency  forming  the  subject  of  an  assurance 
authorised  under  this  Act  which  may  appear  to  be  calculable : 
Provided  that  the  adoption  ojf  the  tables  by  a  society  shall  be 
optional. 

3, — (1.)  The  assistant  registrars  shall,  except  as  m  thi»  Act 
provided,  be  subordinate  to  the  chief  registrar. 

(2.)  They  shall,  within  the  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom  for 
which  they  are  respectively  appointed,  exercise  all  functions  and 
powers  by  this  Act  given  to  the  registrar,  and  may  also  by  the 
written  authority  of  the  chief  registrar,  exercise  such  of  the 
functions*and  powers  by  this  Act  given  to  the  chief  registrar  as  he 
may  delegate  to  them. 

4.— •(!.)  Subject  to  any  regulations  to  be  made  under  this  Act, 
'  the  assistant  registrars  for  Gotland  an,d  Ireland  respectively  shall 
continue  to  exercise  the  functions  and  powers  formerly  vested — 

(a)  as  respects  trade  unions,  in  the  registrar^  of  friendly  societies 
in  Scotland  and  Ireland  ;  and 

(6)  as  respects  building  societies,  in  the  registrars  of  building 
societies  in  Scotland  and  Ireland ;  and 

(c)  as  respects  benefit  building  societies  and  societies  instituted 
for  purposes  of  science  literature  or  the  fine  arts,  in  Scotland, 
in  the  Lord  Advocate  or  his  deputes  appointed  to  certify  the 
rules  of  any  such  societies,  and,  in  Ireland,  in  any  barristers 
appointed  for  the  like  purpose ; 

and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  all  fees  payable  to  those  registrars, 
the  Lord  Advocate  or  his  deputes,  and  those  barristers  respectively  ; 
and  all  provisions  in  any  Acts  of  Parliament  relating  to  tiioee 
persons  respectively  shall  be  construed  as  applying  to  thoee 
assistant  registrars. 

(2.)  Subject  as  aforesaid,  the  assistant  registrars  for  Scotland 
and  Ireland  shall —

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(b)  record  such  documents  and  matters  as  may  be  sent  to  them

(c)  circulate  and  publish,  or  transmit  to  or  from  societies 
registered  in  Scotland  or  Ireland  respectively,  from  or  to  the 
central  office,  such  information  and  documents  relating  to 
the  purposes  of  this  Act  as  the  chief  registrar  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Treasury,  direct :  and 

(d)  report  their  proceedings  to  the  chief  registrar  as  he  may 
dir^. 

(3.)  An  assistant  registrar  for  Scotland  or  Ireland  shall  not 
refuse  to  record  any  rules  or  amendments  of  rules  which  have  been 
registered  by  the  central  office. 

5.  The  Treasury  ahal],  out  of  money  to  be.  provided  by  Parlia-  Salaries  and 
ment,  pay  to  the  chief  and  assistant  registcaro  sueh  aaiaries  or  expenses, 
other  remunerations,  and  such  sums  of  moaey  tot  defrayixi^  the 
expenses  of  office  rent,  salaries  of  assistants,  clerks,  and  servants, 
remuneration  for  actuaries,  accountants,  and  inspectors,  computa- 
tion of  tables,  publication  of  documents,  diffusion  of  information, 
expenses  of  prosecutions,  travelling  expenses  and  other  allowances 

of  the  chief  or  any  assistant  registrar,  and  other  expenses  which 
may  be  incurred  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  as  the 
Treasury  may  allow. 

6.  The  chief   registrar  shall  every  year  make  a  report  of  his  Report  of  the 
proceedings  and  of  those  of  the  assistant  registrar^  aad^  of  the  ^^^^  registrar.

(6)  insuring  money  to  be  paid  on  the  birth  of  a  member's 

child,  or  on  the  death  of  a  member,  or  for  the  funeral  ^    ./^ 

expenses  of  i!i\%  husband,  wife,  or  child  of  a  member,  or  t 
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of  the  widow  of  a  deceased  member,  or,  as  respects  persons 
of  the  Jewish  persuasion,  for  the  payment  of  a  sum  of 
money  during  the  period  of  confined  mourning ;  or 

(c)  the  relief  or  maintenance  of  the  members  when  on  travel 
in  search  of  employment,  or  when  in  distressed  circum- 
stances, or  in  case  of  shipwreck,  or  loss  or  damage  of  or 
to  boats  or  nets ;  or 

(d)  the  endowment  of  members  or  nominees  of  members  at 
any  age ;  or 

(e)  the  insurance  against  fire,  to  any  amount  not  exceeding 
fifteen  pounds,  oi  the  tools  or  implements  of  the  trade  or 
calling  of  the  members. 

Provided  that  a  friendly  society  which  conti-acts  with  any 
person  for  the  assurance  of  an  annuity  exceeding  fifty  pounds 
per  annum,  or  of  a  gross  sum  exceeding  two  hundred  pounds, 
shall  not  be  registered  under  this  Act : 

(2.)  Societies  (in  this  Act  called  cattle  insurance  societies)  for 
the  purpose  of  insurance  to  any  amount  against  loss  of  neat 
cattle,  sheep,  lambs,  swine,  horses,  and  other  animals  by  death 
from  disease  or  otherwise  : 

(3.)  Societies  (in  this  Act  called  benevolent  societies)  for  any 
benevolent  or  charitable  purpose : 

(4.)  Societies  (in  this  Act  called  working-men's  clubs)  for  pur- 
poses of  social  intercourse,  mutual  helpfulness,  mental  and 
moral  improvement,  and  rational  recreation  : 

(5.)  Societies  (in  this  Act  called  specially  authorised  societies) 
for  any  purpose  which  the  Treasury  may  authorise  as  a  purpose 
to  which  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  such  of  them  as  are 
specified  in  the  authority,  ought  to  be  extended. 

Provided  that  where  any  provisions  of  this  Act  are  so  specified, 
those  provisions  only  shall  be  so  extended. 

Conditions  of        9. — (1.)  A  society  shall  not  be  registered  under  this  Act  unless 
registration,      ij  consists  of  seven  persons  at  least. 

(2.)  For  the  purpose  of  registry  there  shall  be  sent  to  the  regis- 
trar an  application  to  register  the  society,  signed  by  seven  members 
and  the  secretary,  and  copies  of  the  rules,  together  with  a  list  of 
the  names  of  the  secretary  and  of  every  trustee  or  other  ofiS^oer 
intended  to  be  authorised  to  sue  and  be  sued  on  behalf  of  the 
society. 

(3.)  The  rules  of  the  society  so  sent  shall,  according  to  the  class 
in  which  the  society  is  to  be  registered,  contain  provisions  in 
respect  of  the  several  matters  mentioned  in  the  First  Schedule  to 
this  Act 

««>^*€^4.)  If  the  list  is  signed  by  the  secretary  and  every  trustee  iuid 
other  officer  named  therein,  it  uhall  on  the  registry  of  the  society 
be  evidence  that  the  persons  so  named  have  been  duly  appointed. 

KaiM  of  10.  A  society  shall  not  be  registered  under  a  name  identical 

with  that  under  which  any  other  existing  society  is  registered,  or 
so  nearly  resembling  that  name  as  to  be  likely,  or  in  any  name 
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likely,  in  the  opinion  of  the  registrar,  to  deceive  the  members  or 
the  public  as  to  its  nature  or  its  identity. 

11.  The  registrar,  on  being  satisfied  that  a  society  has  complied  Aeknowiedg- 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  as  to  registry,  shall  issue  to  that  ™*?*  ®' 
society  an  acknowledgment  of  registry  specifying  the  designation  ^^^^^^' 
of  the  society,  according  to  the  clafisification  set  forth  in  this  Act, 
and  this  acknowledgment  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the 
society  therein  mentioned  is  duly  registered,  unless  it  is  proved 
that  the  registry  of  the  society  has  been  suspended  or  cancelled. 

12. — (1.)  From  a  refusal  to  register  a  society  an  appeal  shall  lie  Appeals  from

(d)  if  the  branch  rules  are  not  or  are  not  intended  to  be  identical, 
a  statement  to  that  effect,  and  copies  of  all  branch  rules. 

(2.)  A  society  having  a  fund  under  the  control  of  a  central  body 
to  which  every  branch  is  bound  to  contribute  may  be  registered  as  a 
9^ngle  society,  and  where  any  such  society  has  branches  in  more  than 
one  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  the  provision  of  this  Act  as  to  the 
registry  of  societies  doing  business  in  more  than  one  such  part  shall 
apply  to  that  society.

,    (d)  a  statement  whether  or  not  the  rules  of  the  branch  are 
identical  with  those  of  the  other  branches  of  the  society,  and, 
if  not  so,  a  copy  of  the  rules  of  the  branch. 
(2.)  Where  the  rules  of  the  new  branch  are  not .  identical  with 
those  of  the  other  branches  of  the  society,  ihe  society  shajl  not  be 
entitled  to  any  of  the  privileges  of  this  Act  in  respect  of  that  branch 
until  that  branch  has  been  registered  in  the  part,  of  the.  Undled 
Kingdom, in  which  the  regist^ed  office  of  the  branch  is.  to   l>e 
situate.

or  other  principal  officer  of  the  society  of  which  it  was  a  bi^anch, 
that  the  body  has  wholly  seceded  or  has  been  expelled  from  the 
society.

Every  re^stered  society  and  branch  shall  have  one  or 
more  trustees. 

(2.)  The  trustees  shall  be  appointed  at  a  meeting  of  the  society 
or  branch,  and  by  a  resolution  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  and  entitled  to  vote  thereat. 

(3.)  The  society  or  branch  shall  send  to  the  registrar  a  copy 
of  every  resolution  appointing  a  trustee,  signed  by  the  trustee  so 
appointed,  and  by  the  secreta^  of  the  society  or  branch. 

(4.)  The  same  person  shall  not  be  secretary  or  treasurer  of  a 
registered  society  or  branch,  and  a  trustee  of  that  society  or  branch.

PrivHegea  of  Registered  Societies. 

32. — (1.)  A  registered  society  or  branch  or  a  meeting  of  a  regis- 
tered society  or  branch  shall  not  be  affected  by  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Unlawful  Societies  Act,  1799,  or  of  the  Seditious 
Meetings  Act,  1817»  if  in  the  society  or  branch  or  at  the  meeting 
no  business  is  transacted  other  than  that  which  directly  and 
immediately  relates  to  the  objects  of  the  society  or  branch  as 
declared  in  the  rules  thereof ;  but  the  society  or  branch,  and  all 
officers  thereof  shall,  on  request  in  writing  by  two  justices  of  the 
peace,  give  to  such  justices  full  information  of  the  nature,  objects^ 
proceedings,  and  practices  of  the  society  or  branch. 

(2.)  If  the  society  or  branch  when  so  required  fails  to  give  such 
information  as  aforesaid,  the  provisions  of  those  Acts  shall,  so  far 
as  applicable,  be  in  force  in  respect  of  the  society  or  branch. 

33.  Stamp  duty  shall  not  be  chargeable  upon  any  of  the  following

shall  not,  unless  he  is  an  officer  of  the  society  or  branch,  or  is 
specially  authorised  by  a  resolution  of  the  society  or  branch  to  do 
so,  have  the  right  to  inspect  the  loan  account  of  any  other  member 
without  the  written  consent  of  that  member. 

41. — (1.)  A  member,  or  person  claiming  through  a  member,  of  a 
registered  friendly  society  or  branch,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive 
more  than  two  hundred  pounds  by  way  of  gross  sum,  together  with 
any  bonuses  or  additions  declared  upon  assurances  not  exceeding 
that  amount,  or  (except  as  provided  by  this  Act)  fifty  pounds  a 
year  by  way  of  annuity,  from  any  one  or  more  such  societies  or 
branches. 

(2.)  Any  such  society  or  branch  may  require  a  member,  or  person 
claiming  through  a  member,  to  make  and  sign  a  statutory  declaration 
that  the  total  amount  to  which  that  member  or  person  is  entitled

A  person  shall  not,  by  reason  of  his  enrolment  or  service 
in  the  militia  or  as  a  naval  coast  volunteer,  Royal  Naval  volunteer, 
naval  artillery  volunteer,  or  in  any  corps  of  yeomanry  or  volun- 
teers whatsoever,  lose  or  forfeit  any  interest  in  a  friendly  society  or 
branch  whether  registered  or  unregistered  which  he  possesses  at  the 
time  of  his  being  so  enrolled  or  serving,  or  be  fined  for  absence  from 
or  non-attendance  at  any  meeting  of  the  society  or  branch,  if 
his  absence  or  non-attendance  is  occasioned  by  the  dischaige  of  his 
military  or  naval  duty  as  certified  by  his  commanding  officer,  any 
rules  of  the  society  or  branch  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
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(2.)  A  dispute  between  any  such  society  or  branch  and  person 
by  reason  of  that  enrolment  or  service  shall  be  decided  by  a  court 
of  summary  jurisdiction. 

(3.)  If  the  rules  of  a  society  or  branch  certified  before  the  twenty- 
third  day  of  July  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five,  and 
in  force  at  the  time  of  the  enrolment  or  service,  provide  that  a 
member  shall  be  deprived  of  any  benefit  by  reason  of  that  enrolment 
or  service,  the  society  or  branch  may  require  of  the  member  a  con- 
tribution exceeding  the  rate  of  contribution  otherwise  payable  by 
him  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  tenth  of  that  rate  during  the 
time  the  member  is  serving  out  of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  may 
suspend  all  claim  of  the  member  to  any  benefits  assured  by 
the  society  or  branch,  and  all  claim  of  the  society  or  branch  to 
any  contributions  payable  by  the  member,  during  tiie  time  only  he 
is  serving  out  of  the  United  Kingdom,  but  so  that  if  he  returns 
to  the  United  Kingdom  he  shall  forthwith  be  replaced  on  the  same 
footing  as  before  he  went  abroad  on  service.

provided;  or 
{d)  in  the  purchase  of  land,  or  in  the  erection  or  alteration  of 

offices  or  other  buildings  thereon ;  or 
(c)  upon  any  other  security  expressly  directed  by  the  niles  of 
the  society  or  branch,  not  being  personal  security,  except  as 
in  this  Act  authorised  with  respect  to  loans. 
(2.)  The  rules  of  a  society  with  branches  and  of  any  branch 
thereof  may  provide  for  the  investment  of  funds  of  the  society  or  of 
that  branch  by  the  trustees  of  any  branch,  or  by  tlie  trustees  of  the 
society,  and  the  consent  required  for  any  such  investment  shall  be 
the  consent  of  the  committee,  or  of  such  majority  as  aforesaid  of 
the  society  or  branch  by  whom  the  funds  are  invested.

The  amount  so  advanced,  with  all  interest  thereon,  may  be 
deducted  from  the  sum  assured,  without  prejudice  in  the  meantime 
to  the  operation  of  the  security. 

46.  A  registered  society  may,  out  of  any  separate  loan  fund  to  be  Loans  oat  of 
formed  by  contributions  or  deposits  of  its  members,  make  loans  to  J?^^  ^^^^ 
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members  on  their  persoiial  seeurit  j,  with  or  without  sureties  as 
may  be  provided  by  tho  rules,  subject  to  the  f oUowing  restrictions : 
(a)  a  loan  shall  not  at  any  time  be  made  out  of  money  con- 
tributed for  the  other  purpoaos  of  the  society : 
(6)  a  membar  shall  not  be  capable  of  holding  any  interest  in  the 
loan  fund  exceeding  two  hundred  pounds  : 

(c)  ^  society  ^hall  not  mak;e  any  loan,  to  a  member  cm  .personal 
security  beyond  the  amount  fixed  by  the  rules,  or  make  any 
loan  wmch»  together  with  any  money  Qwing  by  a  member  to 
the  society,  exceeds  fifty  pounds : 

(d)  a  society  shall  not  hold  at  any  one  time  on  deposit  from  its 
members  any  money  beyond  the  amount  fixed  by  the  rules, 
and  the  amount  so  fixed  shall  not  exceed  two  thirds  of  the  total 
sums  owing  to  the  society  by  the  members  who  have  borrowed 
from  the  loan  fund. 

Holding  of  47. — (1)  -*-  roistered  society  or  braneh  may   (if  the  roles 

land.  thereof  so  provide)  hold,  purchase^  or  take  on  lecbse  in  the  names  of 

the  trustees  of  the  society  or  branch  any  land,  and  may  seli, 
exchange,  mortgage,  lease,  or  build  upop  that  land  (with  power  to 
alter  and  pull  down  buildings  and  again  rebuild),  and  a  purchaser, 
assignee,  mortgagee,  or  tenant  shall  not  be  bound  to  inquire  as  to 
the  authority  for  any  sale,  exchange,  mortgage,  or  lease  by  the 
trustees,  and  the  receipt  of  the  trustees  shall  be  a  diadu^i^  fox 
all  sums  of  money  asrising  ftom  or  in  connexion  with  the  sale, 
exchange,  mortgage,  or  lease. 

(2.)  A  branch  of  a  registered  society  need  not  for  the  purposes  of 
this  section  be  separately  registered. 

(3.)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  authorise  a  benevolent  society 
to  hold  land  exceeding  one  acre  in  extent. 

Copyholds.  48.  Where  a  registered  society  or  teanch  is  entitled  in  equity 

to  any  hereditaments  of  copyhold  or  customary  tenure,  either 
absolutely  or  by  way  of  mortage  or  security,  the  lord  of  the  manor 
of  which  the  hereditament's  are  held  shall,  if  the  society  or  branch 
so  requires,  admit  not  more  than  three  trustees  of  the  society  or 
brancli  as  tenants  in  respect  of  such  hereditaments,  on  payment  of 
the  usual  fines^  fees,  and  other  dues  payable  on  the  adnussion  of  a 
single  t^iant 

Vesting  of  49. — (1.)  All  property  belonging  to  a  registered  society,  whether

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(3.)  The  trustees  shall  not  be  liable  to  make  good  any  .deficiency 
in  the  funds  of  the  society  or  branch*  but  ahall.be  liable  only  for 
sums  of  money  actually  received  by  them  respectively  on  account 
of  the  society  or  branch, 

50.  Upon  the  death,  resignatioti,  or  removal  of  a  trustee  of  a  Devolution  on 
registered  society  or  branch,  the  property  vested  in  that  trustee  shall,  ^^^^' 
without  eon veynace  or  f^signment,  and  whether  the  property  is 

real  or  personal,  vest,  as  personal  estate  subject  to  the  same  trusts, 
in  the  succeeding  trustees  of  that  society  or  branch  either  solely  or

transferred  into  the  names  of  the  succeeding  trustees,  either  solely 
or  jointly  with  any  surviving  or  continuing  trustees. 

51.  In   all   legal  proceedings  whatsoever  concerning  any  pro-  Description  in 
perty  vested  in  Wie  trustees  of  a  registered  society  or  branch,  the  ^jJjJJJ^' 
property  may  be   stated   to   be  the  property  of  the  trustees   in 

their  proper  names  as  trustees  for  the  society  or  branch  without 
further  description. 

52. — (1.)  A  registered  society  or  branch  may  pay  to  the  account  Investments 
of  the  National  Debt  Commissioner^  at  the  Bank  of  England  or  J*^^^  j)^^^ 
the  Bank  of  Ireland,  as  the  case,  may  require,  any  sum  of  money  not  Commissioners, 
less  than  fifty  pounds  upon  a  declaration  of  the  trustees  of  the 
society  or  branch,  or  any  two  of  them,  that  the  money  belongs 
exclusively  to  the  society  or  branch.

A  society  or  branch  so  investing  money  with  the  Conmols- 
sioners  shall  furnish  such  returns  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Commissioners,  in  respect  of  the  funds  deposited  with  them,  and 
the  assurances  to  which  those  funds  relate.

of  withdrawal  within  thirty  days,  shall  transfer  the  same  in  their 
books  accordingly,  and  shall  notify  the  transfer  to  the  society  or 
branch. 

Whenever  it  appears  to  the  Commissioners  that  all  the 
members  of  a  society  or  branch  assured  before  the  fifteenth  day

mortgage  or  other  assurance,  being  in  the  form  prescribed  by  this

If  the  mortgage  or  other  assurance  has  been  registered 
under  aay  Act  for  the  registration  or  record  of  deeds  or  titles,  or 
is  of  copyholds  or  of  lands  of  customary  tenure  and  entered  on 
any  court  rolls,  the  registrar  under  any  such  Act,  or  recording 
officer,  or  steward  of  the  manor,  or  keeper  of  the  raster,  shall  on 
production  of  the  receipt,  verified  by  oath  of  any  person,  enter 
satisfaction  of  the  mortgage  or  charge  made  by  ihe  assurance  on 
the  register  or  court  rolls,  and  shall  grant  a  certificate,  either  upon 
the  mortgage  or  assurance,  or  separately  to  the  like  effect.

bond  or  give  the  security  of  a  guarantee  society,  in  such  sum  as 
the  society  or  branch  directs,  conditioned  for  his  rendering  a  just 
and  true  €W5count  of  all  sums  of  money  received  and  paid  by  him 
on  account  of  the  society  or  branch  at  such  times  as  its  rules 
appoint,  or  as  the  society  or  branch  or  the  trustees  or  committee 
thereof  require  him  to  do,  and  for  the  payment  by  him  of  all  sums 
due  from  him  to  the  society  or  branch. 

55. — (l.J  Every  officer  of  a  registered  society  or  branch  having  Accounts  of 
receipt  or  charge  of  money  shall,  at  such  times  as  by  the  rules  of  <^®®®"- 
the  society  or  branch  he  should  render  account,  or  upon  demand 
made,  or  notice  in  writing  given  or  left  at  his  last  or  usual  place  of 
residence,  give  in  his  account  as  may  be  required  by  the  society 
or  branch,  or  by  the  trustees  or  committee  thereof,  to  be  examined 
and  allowed  or  disallowed  by  them,  and  shall,  on  the  like  dema|x4  t 
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or  notice,  pay  over  all  sums  of  money  and  deliver  all  property  in 
his  Iiands  or  custody  to  such  person  as  the  society  or  branch,  or  the 
committee  or  the  trustees,  appoint. 

(2.)  In  case  of  any  neglect  or  refusal  to  deliver  the  account,  or 
to  pay  over  the  sums  of  money  or  to  deliver  the  property  in  manner 
aforesaid,  the  trustees  or  authorised  officers  of  the  society  or  branch 
may  sue  upon  the  bond  or  security  before  mentioned,  or  may  apply 
to  the  county  court  or  to  a  court  of  summary  jurisdiction,  and  the 
order  of  either  such  court  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.

The  sum  of  money  payable  by  the  society  or  branch  on  the 

death  of  a  member,  shall  include  surr.s  of  money  contributed  to  or 

deposited  in  the  separate  loan  account  and  the  sums   of  money 

accumulated  for  the  use  of  the  member  under  the  provisions  of  this 

Act  with  interest  thereon. 

(8.)  The  peraon  so  nominated  must  not  be  an  officer  or  servant  of 

the  society  or  branch,  unless  that  officer  or  servant  is  the  husband, 

wife,  father,  mother,  child,  brother,  sister,  nephew,  or  niece  of  the 

nominator. 

(4.)  A  nomination  so  made  may  be  revoked  and  varied  by  any 

similar  document  under  the  hand  of  the  nominator,  delivered,  sent, 

or  made  as  aforesaid. 

(6.)  The  marriage  of  a  member  of  a  society  or  branch  shall 

operate  as  a  revocation  of  any  nomination  theretofore  made  by

Proceedings  on      57. — (1.)  On  receiving  satisfactory  proof  of  the  death  of  a  nomi- 
death  of  a         nator,  the  society  or  branch  shall  pay  to  the  nominee  the  amount 
due  to  the  deceased  member,  not  exceeding  the  said  sum  of  one 
hundred  pounds. 

(2.)  The  receipt  of  a  nominee  over  sixteen  years  of  age  for  any 
amount  so  paid  shall  be  valid.

branch  shall  before  making  any  payment  require  the  production  of 
a  duly  stamped  receipt  for  the  succession  or  legacy  duty  payable 
thereon,  or  a  letter  or  certificate  from  the  Commissioners  of  Inland 
Revenue  stating  that  no  such  duty  is  payable. 
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(4.)  The  Goinmissioaers  shall  give  such  receipt^  letter^  or  cer- 
tificate on  the  paytaent  of  the  duty  or  satisfactory  proof  of  no 
duty  being  payable^  as  the  case  may  be.

in  question,  does  not  after  deduction  of  debts  and  funeral  expenses 
exceed  the  value  of  one  hundred  pounds. 

60. — (1.)  A  payment  made  by  a  registered  society  or  branch,  validity  of 
under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Act  with  respect  to  payments  payments, 
on  death  gr-nerally  to  the  person  who  at  the  time  appears  to  a 
majority  of  the  trustees  to  be  entitled  thereunder,  shall  be  valid 
and  effectual  against  any  demand  made  upon  the  trustees  or  the

Where  the  society  or  branch  has  paid  money  to  a  nominee 
in  ignorance  of  a  marriage  subsequent  to  the  nomination,  the 
receipt  of  the  nominee  shall  be  a  valid  discharge  to  the  society  or 
branch. 

A  registered  society  or  branch  shall  not  pay  any  sum  Certificates  ot 
of  money  upon  the  death  of  a  member  or  other  person  whose  death  ^®"**''- 
is  or  ought  to  be  entered  in  any  register  of  deaths,  except  upon  the 
production  of  a  certificate  of  that  death  under  the  hand  of  the 
registrar  of  deaths  or  other  person  having  care  of  the  register  of 
deaths  in  which-  that  death  is  or  ought  to  be  entered.  ^  . 
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(2.)  This  section  sh  ill  not  apply  to  deaths  at  sea,  nor  to  a  death 
by  colliery  explosion  or  other  accident  where  tlie  body  cannot  be 
fo  ind,  nor  to  any  death  certified  by  a  coroner  or  procurator  fiscal 
to  be  the  subject  of  a  pending  inquest  or  inquiry.

Person  to  63.  A  society  or  branch,  whether  registered  or  unregistered,  shall 

whom  payment  not  pay  any  sum  on  the  death  of  a  child  under  ten  years  of  age 
may  be  made,  except  to  the  parent  of  the  child,  or  to  the  personal  representative 
of  the  parent,  and  upon  the  production  by  the  parent  or  his  personal 
representative  of  a  certificate  of  death  issued  by  the  registrar  of 
deaths,  or  other  person  having  the  care  of  the  register  of  deaths, 
containing  the  particulars  mentioned  in  this  Act.

68. — (1.)  Every  dispute  between —  Decision  of 

J(a)  a  member  or  person  claiming  through  a  member  or  under  di»patw. 

the  ruies  of  a  registered  society  or  branch,  and  the  society 

or  branch  or  an  officer  thereof ;  or 
(6)  any  person  aggrieved  who  has  for  not  more  than  six  months 

ceased  to  be  a  member  of  a  registered  society  or  branch,  or 

any  person  claiming  through  such  person  aggrieved,  and  the 

society  or  branch,  or  an  officer  thereof ;  or 

(c)  any  registered   branch   of    any  society  or  branch   and   the 
society  or  branch  of  which  it  is  a  branch ;  or 

(d)  an  officer  of  any  such  registered  branch  and  the  society  or 
branch  of  which  tiiat  registered  branch  is  a  branch  ;  or 

(e)  any  two   or  more   registered  branches   of  any   society   or 
branch,  or  any  officers  thereof  respectively, 

shall  be  decided  in  manner  directed  by  the  rules  of  the  society  or 
branch,  and  the  decision  so  given  shall  be  binding  and  conclusive 
on  all  parties  without  appeal,  and  shall  not  be  removable  into  any 
eourt  of  law  or  restrainable  by  injunction ;  and  application  for  the 
enforcement  thereof  may  be  made  to  the  county  court. 

(2.)  The  parties  to  a  dispute  in  a  registered  society  or  branch 
naay,  by  consent  (unless  the  rules  of  the  society  or  branch  expressly 
forbid  it),  refer  the  dispute  to  the  chief  registrar,  or  in  Scotland  or 
Ireland  to  the  assistant  registrar.

The  chief  or  other  registrar  to  whom  a  dispute  is  referred 
may  administer  oaths,  and  may  require  the  attendance  of  all  parties 
concerned,  and  of  witnesses,  and  the  production  of  all  books  and 
documents  relating  to  the  matter  in  question. 

(5.)  Where  the  rules  of  a  registered  society  or  branch  direct  that 
disputes  shall  be  referred  to  justices,  the  dispute  shall  be  determined 
by  a  court  of  summary  jurisdiction,  or,  if  the  parties  thereto 
consent,  by  the  county  court. 

(6.)  Where  the  rules  contain  no  direction  as  to  disputes,  or  where 
no  decision  is  made  on  a  dispute  within  forty  days  after  application 
to  the  society  or  branch  for  a  reference  under  its  rules,  the  member 
or  person  aggrieved  may  apply  either  to  the  county  court,  or  to  a 
court  of  summary  jurisdiction^  and  the  court  to  which  application  is 
so  made  may  hear  and  determine  the  matter  in  dispute  ;  but  in  the 
case  of  a  society  with  branches  the  said  forty  days  shall  not  begin  j 
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to  run  until  application  has  been  made  in  succession  to  all  the 
bodies  entitled  to  determine  the  dispute  under  the  rules  of  the 
society  or  branch,  so  however  that  no  rules  shall  require  a  greater 
delay  than  three  months  between  each  successive  determination.

Any  two  or  more  registered  societies  may,  by  special 
engagements,  resolution  of  both  or  all  such  societies,  become  amalgamated  together 
as  one  society,  with  or  without  any  dissolution  or  division  of  the 
funds  of  those  societies  or  either  of  them« 

(2.)  A  registered  society  may,  by  special  resolution,  transfer  its 
engagements  to  any  other  registered  society  which  may  undertake 
to  fulfil  the  engagements  of  that  society. 

(3.)  A  special  resolution  by  a  registered  friendly  society  fcMr 
an  amalgamation  or  transfer  of  engagements  under  this  Act  shaD 
not  be  valid  without — 

(a)  the  assent  thereto  of  five-sixths  in  value  of  the  members, 
given  either  at  the  meetings  at  which  the  resolution  is, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  passed  and  confirmed, 
or  at  one  of  them,  or,  if  the  members  were  not  present  thereat, 
in  writing;  and 
(6)  the  written  consent  of  every  person  receiving  or  entitled 
to  any  relief,  annuity,  or  other  benefit  from  the  funds  of  the 
society,  unless  the  claim  of  that  person  is  first  duly  satisfied, 
or  adequate  provision  is  made  for  satisfying  that  ckSnL 
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(4.)  Provided  that  on  application  of  the  trustees  or  committee  of 
a  registered  friendly  society  desiring  to  amalgamate  or  transfer  its 
engagements,  and  upon  notice  of  that  application  being  published 
in  the  Qazette,  the  chief  registrar,  after  hearing  the  trustees  or 
committee  and  any  other  persons  whom  he  considers  entitled  to  be 
heard  upon  the  application,  ma/,  with  the  consent  of  the  Treasury, 
order  that  any  of  the  assents,  consents,  and  conditions  required  by 
this  Act,  or  by  any  regulations  made  under  this  Act,  be  dispensed 
with,  and  may  confirm  the  amalgamation  or  transfer. 

(6.)  A  registered  society  consisting  wholly  of  members  under

the  same  powers  in  the  matter  as  in  regard  to  the  settlement  of 
disputes  under  this  Act 

7L — (1.)  A    registered    society    may,    by    special    resolution,  ConTewionof 
determine  to  convert  itself  into  a  company  under  the  Companies  society  into 
Acts,  1862  to  1890,  or  to  amalgamate  with  or  transfer  its  engage-  ^^™P*°y- 
ments  to  any  such  company. 

(2.)  If  a  special  resolution  for  converting  a  society  into  a  com- 
pany contains  the  particulars  required  by  the  Companies  Acts, 
1862  to  1890,  to  be  contained  in  the  memorandum  of  association 
of  a  company,  and  a  copy  thereof  has  been  registered  at  the  central 
office,  a  copy  of  that  resolution  under  the  seal  or  stamp  of  the 
central  office  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  a  memorandum  of 
association  duly  signed  and  attested  under  the  said  Acts. 

(3.)  If  a  society  is  registered  as,  or  amalgamates  with,  or  trans- 
fers all  its  engagements  to,  a  company,  the  registry  of  the  society 
under  this  Act  shall  thereupon  become  void,  and  shall  be  cancelled 
by  the  chief  registrar  or  by  the  assistant  registrar  for  Scotland 
or  Ireland  under  his  direction ;  but  the  registration  of  a  society 
as  a  company  shall  not  affect  any  right  or  claim  subsisting 
against  that  society,  or  any  penalty  incurred  by  that  society ; 
and  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  any  such  right,  claim,  or  penalty, 
the  society  may  be  sued  and  proceeded  against  in  the  same  manner

(3.)  A  copy  of  the  rules  of  the  society  marked  to  show  the 
amendments,  if  any,  made  at  the  meeting,  and  two  copies  of  the 
resolution  and  of  such  amendment  of  rules,  if  any,  as  aforesaid, 
each  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  meeting  and  by  the  secretary 
of  the  society  so  determining  to  become  a  branch  of  another 
society,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  that  other  society, 
shall  bo  sent  to  the  registrar. 

(4.)  If  the  registrar  finds  timt  the  rules,  with  or  without  such 
amendment  as  aforesaid,  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
and  of  the  I'reasury  regulations,  he  shall  cancel  the  registry  of  the 
first-mentioned  society  and  register  it  as  a  branch  of  that  other 
society,  and  also,  if  so  specified  in  the  resolution  before  mentioned, 
of  any  branch  of  that  other  society,  without  further  request  or 
notice,  and  shall  register  such  amendment  of  rules  without  further 
application  or  evidence,  and  until  such  registry  as  aforesaid  the 
resolution  shall  not  take  effect. 

(5.)  An  advertisement  of  any  cancelling  of  registry  under  this 
section  shall  not  be  requisite. 

(6.)  The  rules  of  a  society  which  becomes  a  branch  under  this 
section  shall,  so  far  as  they  are  not  contrary  to  any  express  pro- 
vision of  this  Act  or  of  the  Treasury  regulations,  and  subject  to 
any  such  amendment  t'lereof  as  aforesaid,  continue  in  force  as  the 
rules  of  the  branch  until  amended.

days  nor  more  than  one  month  from  the  day  of  the  meeting 
at  which  such  resolution  was  first  passed. 

At  any  meeting  mentioned  in  this  section  a  declaration  by  the 
chairman  that  the  resolution  has  been  carried  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  of  the  fact.

Inspection:  Cancelling  and  Suspension  of  Regif^try :  Dissolution, 

76. — (1.)  Upon  the  application —  inspectors 

(a)  of  one  fifth  of  the  whole  number  of  members  of  a  resistered  ^^^  special 

society;  or  * 

(6)  in  the  case  of  a  registered  society  of  one  thousand  members 
and  not  exceeding  ten  thousand,  of  one  hundre'l  members ;  or 

(c)  in  the  case  of  a  registered  society  of  more  than  ten  thousand 
members,  of  five  hundred  members, 

the  chief  registrar,  or  in  cases  of  societies  registered  and  doing 
business  exclusively  in  Scotland  or  in  Ireland  the  assistant  registrars 
for  Scotland  and  Ireland  respectivel5%  but  with  the  consent  of  the 
Treasury  in  every  case,  may — 

(a)  appoint  an  inspector  or  inspectors  to  examine  into  and  repoi  t 
on  the  affairs  of  the  society ;  or 

(6)  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  society. 

(2.)  The  application  under  this  section  shall  be  supported  by  such 
evidence,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  the  applicants  have  good 
reason  for  requiring  an  inspection  to  be  made  or  meeting  to  be 
called,  and  that  they  are  not  actuated  by  malicious  motives  in  their 
application,  and  such  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  society,  as 
the  chief  registrar  directs. 

(3.)  The  chief  or  assistant  registrar  may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  require 
the  applicants  to  give  Sfcurity  for  the  costs  of  the  proposed  in- 
spection or  meeting,  before  appointing  any  inspector  or  calling  the 
meeting. 

(4.)  All  expenses  of  and  incidental  to  any  such  inspection  or 
meeting  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  members  applying  therefor  or  out 
of  the  funds  of  the  society,  or  by  the  members  or  officers,  or  former 
members  or  officers,  of  the  society  in  such  proportions  ns  the  chief 
or  assistant  registrar  directs. 

(5.)  An  inspector  appointed  under  this  section  may  require  the 
production  of  all  or  any  of  the  bgoks  and  documents  of  the  society, 
and  may   examine    on  oath    its  officers,   members^  agent?,  and  j

(6.)  The  chief  or  assistant  registrar  may  direct  at  what  time  and

(a)  if  he  thinks  fit,  at  the  request  of  a  society,  to  bo  evidenced 

in  such  manner  as  he  may  direct :  or 
(6)  with  the  approval  of  the  Treasury,  on  proof  to  his  satisfac- 
tion that  an  acknowledgment  of  regist^  has  been  obtained 
by  fraud  or  mistake,  or  that  a  society  exists  for  an  illegal 
purpose,  or  has  wilfully  and  after  notice  from  a  registrar 
whom  it  may  concern  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Acfc,  or  has  ceased  to  exist, 

by  writing  under  his  hand  cancel  the  registry  of  a  society. 

(2.)  The  chief  or  assistant  registrar,  in  any  case  in  which  he 
might,  with  the  approval  of  the  Treasury,  cancel  the  registry  of  a 
society,  may,  by  writing  under  his  hand,  suspend  the  registry  for 
any  term  not  exceeding  three  months,  and  may,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Treasury,  renew  the  suspension  for  the  like  period, 

(3.)  Unless  the  chief  or  assistant  registrar  has  given  to  a  regis- 
tered society  not  less  than  two  months  previous  notice  in  writing, 
specifying  briefly  the  ground  of  any  proposed  cancelling  or  suspen- 
sion, the  registry  of  the  society  shall  not  be  cancelled  (except  at  its 
request)  or  suspended. 

(4.)  Where  the  registry  of  a  society  has  been  cancelled  or 
suspended,  notice  thereof  shall  forthwith  be  advertised. 

(5.)  Where  the  registry  of  a  society  has  been  suspended  or 
cancelled,  the  society  shall  from  the  time  of  the  suspension  or 
cancelling  (but  if  suspended,  only  while  the  suspension  last^,  and 
subject  also  to  the  right  of  appeal  given  by  this  section)  absolutely

(c)  as  respects  friendly  societies  or  branches,  by  the  consent  of 
five-sixths  in  value  of  the  members  (including  honorary 
members,  if  any),  testified  by  their  signatures  to  the  instru- 
ment of  dissolution,  and  also  by  the  written  consent  of  every 
person  receiving  or  entitled  to  receive  any  relief,  annuity,  or 
other  benefit  from  the  funds  of  the  society  or  branch,  unless 
the  claim  of  that  person  is  first  duly  satisfied,  or  adequate 
provision  made  for  satisfying  that  claim,  and^  in  the  case  of  a 
branch,  with  the  consent  of  the  central  body  of  the  society,  or 
in  accordance  with  the  general  rules  of  the  society ;  or 

{d)  by  the  award  of  the  chief  registrar  or  assistant  registrars  in 
the  cases  specified  in  this  Act. 

(2  )  The  provisions  of  this  Act  as  to  the  method  of  calculating 
khe  value  of  members  and  the  remedy  of  members  and  persons 
dissatisfied  with  the  provisions  made  for  satisfying  their  claims  in 
the  case  of  the  amalgamation  or  transfer  of  engagements  of  a  regis- 
tered friendly  society  shall  apply  to  the  dissolution  of  a  registered 
friendly  society  or  branch.

(a)  the  liabilities  and  assets  of  the  society  or  branch  in 
detail;  and 

(b)  the  number  of  members  and  the  nature  />f  their  interests 
in  the  society  or  branch  ;  and 

(c)  the  claims  of  creditors  (if  any),  and  the  provision  to  be 
made  for  their  payment ;  and 

(d)  the  intended  appropriation  or  division  of  the  funds  and 
property  of  the  society  or  branch,  unless  the  appropriation 
or  division  is  stated  in  the  instrument  of  dissolution  to  be 
left  to  the  award  of  the  chief  registrar. 

(2.)  Alterations  in  the  instrument  of  dissolution  may  be  made 
with  the  like  consents  as  are  in  this  Act  required  for  the 
dissolution  of  a  society  or  branch,  testified  in  the  same 
manner. 

(3.)  A  statutory  declaration  shall  be  made  by  one  of  the  trustees, 
or  by  three  members  and  the  secretary  of  the  society  or 
branch,  that  the  provisions  of  this  Act  have  been  complied         j

witb,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  registrar  with  the  instrument  of 
dissolution. 

The  instrument  shall  not  in  the  case  of  a  registered  friendly 
society  or  branch  direct  or  contain  any  provision  for  a  division 
or  appropriation  of  the  funds  of  the  society  or  branch,  or  any 
part  thereof,  otherwise  than  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into 
effect  the  objects  of  the  society  or  branch  bb  declared  in  the 
rules  thereof,  unless  the  claim  of  every  member  or  person 
claiming  any  relief,  annuity,  or  other  benefit  from  the  fiinds 
thereof  is  first  duly  satisfied,  or  adequate  provisions  are  made 
for  satisfying  those  claims.

If  upon  the  investigation  it  appears  that  the  funds  of  the 
society  or  branch  are  insufficient  to  meet  the  existing  claims  thereon, 
or  that  the  rates  of  contribution  fixed  in  the  rules  of  the  society  or 
branch  are  insufficient  to  cover  the  benefits  assured  to  be  given  by 
the  society  or  branch,  the  chief  registrar  may,  if  he  considers  it 
expedient  so  to  do,  award  that  the  society  or  branch  be  dissolved, 
and  its  affairs  wound  up,  and  shall  direct  in  what  manner  the  assets 
of  the  society  or  branch  shall  be  divided  or  appropriated  :  Provided

{d)  an  officer  or  member  of  a  body  which,  having  been  a  branch 
of  a  society,  has  wholly  seceded  or  been  expelled  from  that 
society,  thereafter  uses  the  name  of  that  society  or  any  name 
implying  that  the  body  is  a  branch  of  that  society  cr  the 
number  by  which  that  body  was  designated  as  such  branch :

Application  of  Act

3.  A  forfeiture  shall  not  be  incurred  by  any  member  or  person 
insured  in  a  collecting  society  or  industrial  assurance  company  by 
reason  of  any  default  in  paying  any  contribution  until  after — 

(a)  notice  stating  the  amount  due  by  him,  and  informing  him 
that  in  case  of  default  of  payment  by  him  within  a  reasonable 
time,  not  being  less  than  fourteen  days,  and  at  a  place  to  be 
specified  in  the  notice,  his  interest  or  benefit  will  be  foi-feited, 
has  been  served  upon  him  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  society  or 
company ;  and 

(b)  default  has  been  made  by  him  in  paying  his  contribution  in 
accordance  with  that  notice. 

4. — (1.)  A  member  of  or  person  insured  with  a  collecting  society 
or  industrial  assurance  company  shall  not,  except  in  the  case  of — 
(a)  as  respects  a  collecting  society,  an  amalgamation  transfer  of 

engagements  or  conversion  into  a  company  under  the  Friendly 

Societies  Act,  1896  ;  or 
(6)  as  respects  an  industrial  assurance  company,  an  amalgamation 

or  transfer  of  business  under  the  Life  Assurance  Companies 

Acts,  1870  to  1872, 

become  or  be  made  a  member  of  or  be  insured  with  any  other  such 
society  or  company  without  his  written  consent,  or,  in  the  case  of 
an  infant,  without  the  consent  of  his  father  or  other  guardian. 

(2.)  The  society  or  company  to  which  the  member  or  person  is 
sought  to  be  transferred  diall,  within  seven  days  from  his  applica- 
tion for  admission  to  that  society  or  company,  give  notice  thereof 
in  writing  to  the  society  or  company  from  which  he  is  sought  to 
be  transferred. 

5. — (1.)  At  least  one  general  meeting  of  every  collecting  society 
and  industrial  assurance  company  shall  be  held  in  every  year. 

(2.)  Except  where  the  day,  hour,  and  place  of  an  annual  or  other 
periodical  meeting  is  fixed  by  the  rules,  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  either  be  given  by  the  society  or  company  to  the 
members  by  advertisement  to  be  published  at  least  twice  in  two 
or  more  of  the  newspapers  in  general  circulation  in  every  county 
where  the  society  or  company  carries  on  business,  or  be  served  upon 
every  member. 
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(3.)  The  notice  shall  specify  the  day,  hour,  and  place,  and  the 
objects  of  the  meeting,  and  in  case  any  amendment  of  a  rule  is 
intended  to  be  proposed  shall  contain  a  copy  of  every  such 
amendment. 

(4.)  The  society  or  company  shall  publish  the  last  of  such 
advertisements,  or  serve  such  notice  as  aforesaid,  at  \eaat  fourteen 
days  before  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting,  and  shall  during 
those  fourteen  days  keep  a  copy  of  the  notice  in  legible  characters 
affixed  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  or  outside  every  office  at 
which  the  business  of  the  society  or  company  is  carried  on. 

(5.)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  the  several  ridings  of  the 
county  of  York,  the  several  Channel  Islands,  and  the  Isle  of  Man 
respectively,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  counties. 

6. — (1.)  A  copy  of  every  balance  sheet  of  a  collecting  society  Balance  eheeta 
shall,  during  the  seven  days  next  preceding  the  meeting  at  which  ^^^fJJ^"'^^ 
the  balance  sheet  is  to  be  presented,  be  kept  open  by  the  society 
for  inspection  at  every  office  at  which  the  business  of  the  society  is 
carried  on,  and  shall  be  delivered  or  sent  by  post  to  every  member 
on  demand. 

(2.)  The  annual  returns  required  to  be  sent  to  the  registrar 
under  the  Friendly  Societies  Act,  1896,  shall,  in  the  case  of  a 
collecting  society,  be  certified  by  some  person  not  an  officer  of  the 
society  (otherwise  than  as  auditor  thereof)  carrying  on  publicly 
the  business  of  an  accountant,  and  if  not  so  certified  shall  be 
deemed  not  to  have  been  made.

8.  A  collector  of  a  collecting  society   or  industrial  assurance  DiBabiiities  of 
company  shall  not,  whilst  he  is  such,  be  capable  of —  collector. 

.  (a)  being  a  member  of  the  committee  ;  or 
(6)  holding  any  other  office  in  the   society  or  company  except 

that  of  superintending  collectors  within  a  specified  area  ;  or 
(c)  voting  at  or  taking  part  in  the  proceedings  of  any  meeting 

of  the  society  or  company. 

9.  In  the  case  of  any  collecting  society  registered  after  the  Name  of 
thirty-first  day  of  December  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  collecting 
ninety-five,  the  last  words  in  the  name  of  the  society  shall  be  ^^*®*^®*- 
"  collecting  society."

Offences. 


IL — (1.)  The  chief  registrar  may,  on  the  application  of  a 
collecting  society  registered  or  applying  for  registry,  with  the 
approval  in  each  case  of  the  Treasury,  grant  to  the  society  a  cer- 
tificate of  exemption  from  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Act,  in 
any  case  in  which  he  is  of  opinion  that  the  society  is  not  one  to 
which  those  provisions  ought  to  apply. 

(2.)  The  certificate  shall  be  subject  to  revocation  by  the  chief 
registrar,  with  the  approval  in  each  case  of  the  Treasury,  but  shall 
remain  in  force  until  so  revoked,  and  until  notice  of  the  revocation 
has  been  advertised  in  the  London  Gazette  and  in  some  news- 
paper in  general  circulation  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  registered 
office  of  the  society,  and  also  transmitted  by  a  registered  letter  to 
the  society. 

(3.)  So  long  as  the  certificate  is  in  force  the  society  shall  be

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to  another  without  such  written  consent  as  ii  by  this  Act 
required ; 
(o)  a  collecting  society  or  industrial  assurance  company  to  which 
a  member  or  person  is  sought  to  be  transferred  fails  to  give 
such  notice  as  is  by  this  Act  required. 

(2.)  The  provisions  of  the  Friendly  Societies  Act,  1896,  with 
respect  to  offences  under  that  Act  and  the  procedure  relating 
thereto,  shall  apply  in  the  case  of  offences  under  this  Act,  and  as 
so  applied  shall  extend  to  unregistered  collecting  societies  and 
industrial  assurance  companies  as  if  they  were  registered  societies. 

15.  If  any  person  wilfully  makes,  orders,  or  allows  to  be  made  B'ine  for 
any  entry,  erasure  in,  or  omission  from  a  contribution  or  collecting  ^»'**fi<»^o°-

(c)  any  agent  appointed  and  remunerated  by  members,  and 
not  under  the  control  of  the  society  or  company,  or  of 
any  officer  thereof.

CHAPTER  27. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Law  relating  to  Cabs  in  London. 

[7th  August  1896.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

1.  If  any  person  commits  any  of  the  following  offences  with 
respect  to  a  cab,  namely  : — 

(a)  hires  a  cab,  knowing  or  having  reason  to  believe  that  he 
cannot  pay  the  lawful  fare,  or  with  intent  to  avoid  payment 
of  the  lawful  fare  ;  or 
(6)  fraudulently  endeavours  to  avoid  payment  of  a  fare  lawfully 

due  from  him  ;  or 
(c)  having  failed  or  refused  to  pay  a  fare  lawfully  due  from 
him,  either  refuses  to  give  to  the  driver  an  address  at  which 
he  can   be  found,  or,  with  intent  to  deceive,  gives  a   false 
address, 
he  shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  pay,  in  addition  to  the 
lawful  fare,  a  fine  not  exceeding  forty  shillings,  or,  in  the  discre- 
tion of   the   court,  to   be   imprisoned  for  a  term   not   exceeding 
fourteen  days ;  and  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  fine  imposed  may 
be  applied  in  compensation  to  the  driver.

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 
Act,  1890,  Amendment  (Scotland)  Act,  1896. 

2.  Any  Jand  acquired  by  a  local  authority  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Artizans  and  Labourers  Dwellings  Improvement  (Scotland) 
Acts,  1875  to  1880,  and  still  held  by  and  vested  in  them  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  held  by  and  vested  in  them  for  the  purposes  of  Part  L 
and  relative  provisions  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 
Act,  1890,  without  the  necessity  of  expeding  or  recording  any 
notarial  or  other  instrument. 

3.  Section  ninety-six,  sub-section  two,  of  the  Housing  of  the 
Working  Classes  Act,  1890;  shall  be  read  and  construed  as  if  the 
words  "and  any  Acts  amending  the  same"  had  been  inserted 
after  "1871"  and  as  if  the  words  '*in  the  case  of  a  rural 
sanitary  authority  "  had  been  inserted  after  the  words  *'  provided 
that  "  occurring  in  that  sub-section. 

4.  The  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890,.  Amendment 
(Scotland)  Act,  1892,  is  hereby  repealed. 
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a^nd  Harbours  Act,  1896. 

CHAPTER  32. 

Ad  Act  to  facilitate  the  Construction  of  Small  Piers  and 
Harbours  in  the  Counties  of  Orkney  and  Zetland. 

[14th  August  1896,] 

X)E  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by 
-■-^  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  tho  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

1.  This  Act  shall  be  cited  as  the  Orkney  and  Zetland  Small  Piers  Sliort  title, 
and  Harboura  Act,  1896. 

2, — (1.)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  a  parish  council,  or  for  any  two  or  Formatioa 
more  parish  councils,  or  for  not  fewer  than  ten  parish  electors,  of  <*?  Bpecial 
any  landward  parish  or  parishes  within  the  meaning  of  the  Local  hwW^*^' 
Government  (Scotland)  Act,  1894,  in  the  counties  of  Orkney  and  purposes. 
Zetland,  to  make  a  requisition  in  writing  to  the  district  committee  5^  &  58  Vict, 
of  the  county  council  of  the  respective  county,  calling  upon  them  ^'  *®- 
to  form  such  parish  or  parishes  or  any  portion  thereof  within  the 
district  into  a  special  district  for  the  following  purposes,  or  any  one 
or  more  of  them  ;  that  is  to  say,  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  small  harbours,  piers,  and  boatslips. 

(2.)  Upon  such  requisition  being  received,  the  district  committee 
shall  be  bound  to  meet  after  twenty-one  clear  days  notice,  and  shall 
consider  the  propriety  of  forming  such  parish  or  parishes  or  land- 
ward part  of  a  parish  or  parishes  or  portion  thereof  into  a  special 
district,  and  shall  by  resolution  either  approve  or  di*  approve  of  the 
formation  of  a  special  district  for  the  purposes  stated  in  the  requisi- 
tion, and  if  they  approve  thereof,  shall  define  the  boundaries  of  such 
special  district.  Such  resolution,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the 
county  council  and  the  Local  Government  Board,  shall  be  final ; 
and  in  giving  or  refusing  such  consent  the  county  council  and  the 
Local  Government  Board  respectively  shall  take  into  consideration 
the  whole  circumstances  of  the  case,  including  the  amount  of  rates 
levied  for  the  time  being  within  the  proposed  special  district  and 
the  sanitary  requirements  of  the  said  district;  and  the  county 
council  and  the  Local  Government  Board  respectively  may  consent 
to  a  resolution  either  with  or  without  modifications.  In  the  event 
of  the  district  committee,  or  county  council,  or  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  disapproving  of  the  formation  of  a  special  district  as 
proposed  in  the  requisition,  it  fehall  not  be  competent  to  make 
another  requisition  to  the  same  effect  until  after  the  expiration  of 
twelve  months.  A  copy  of  every  such  resolution  shall  be  forthwith 
published  in  one  or  more  newspapers  circulating  in  the  district,  and 
transmitted  to  the  Local  (jfovemment  Board  and  to  the  county 
council. 

(3.)  The  area  of  a  special  district  formed  under  the  provisions 
of  tins  Act  may  be  enlarged  or  altered,  and  two  or  more  special 
districts  may  be  combined,  from  time  to  time,  by  resolution  of  the 
district    committee  or  committees,  as  the  case  may  be,  with-or 
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without  a  requisition,. but  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  county 
council  and  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

(4.)  Any  expenditure  attending  the  carryiug  out  within  a  special 
pier  and  harbour  district  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  be  paid  out  of  an  assessment  to  be  imposed  by  the  county 
council  withtheconiientof  the  Local  Government  Board  within  the 
special  district,  to  be  called  the  special  district  (pier  and  harboar) 
rate,  and  levied  along  with  and  as  an  addition  to  and  in  excess  of 
the  public  health  rate,  and  with  the  same  remedies  and  modes  of 
recovery : — 
Provided  that — 

(a.)  Such  special  district  (pier  and  harbour)  late  shall  not  exceed 
fifbeenpeoce  in  the  pound  on  the  annual  value  of  the  lands 
and  heritages  within  the  special  district  as  ascertained  for  the 
8  &  9  Vict.  purposes  of  the  Poor  Law  (Scotland)  Act,  1845  : 

®*     '  (6.)  When  a  special  district  is  formed  in  terms  of  this  Act,  tiie 

Public  Health  (Scotland)  Acts  shall  in  their  ap'plication  to  such 
special  district  be  amended  to  the  extent  that  the  maximutn 
assessment   leviable   thereunder  shall  be   dimihished  by  ther 
amount  of  the  rate  for  the  time  being  levied  in  terms  of  this 
Act,  so  that  the  maximum  assessment  aforesaid  and  the  rate 
levied  in  terms  of  this  Act  taken  together  shall  not  in  aay 
year  exceed  the  rate  of  two  shillings  and  sixpence  in  the  pouud 
in  any  special  water  supply  or  drainage  district. 
(5.)  If  in  any  year  ending  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  the  rates 
received  by  the  district  committee,  as  undertakers,  shall  be  in- 
suflScient   to    defray   the    expenses   of    the    maintenance,    repair, 
management,  and  regulation  of  any  authorised  works,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  and   incumbent  on  the  county  council  to  meet   sneli 
deficiency  by  imposing  and  levying  a  rate  in  terms  of  this  Act  ufK>ti 
the  special  pier  and  harbour  district  within  which  the  works  are 
situate. 

(6.)  If  from  any  cause  the  local  subscriptions  received  on  account 
01  any  works,  together  with  the  grant  out  of  moneys  voted  by 
Parliament,  shall  be  insufficient  to  defray  the  cost  of  constructing 
the  authorised  works,  the  county  council  shall  hi  bound  to  pay  and 
provide  for  such  deficiency,  and  for  that  pui-pose  may  borrow,  on 
the  security  of  a  rate  to  be  le\aed  in  terms  of  this  Act  upon  the 
special  pier  and  harbour  district  within  which  the  works  are 
situate,  and  such  rate  shall  be  chargeable  with  the  principal  and 
interest  of  the  loin,  the  amount  of  such  deficiency  in  Ihe  manner 
62  &  63  Vict,  and  subje-t  to  the  provisions  of  section  sixty-seven  of  the  Loi^al 
c.  50.  Government  (Scotland)  Act,  1889. 

(7.)  Where  a  special  district  has  been  formed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  the  district  committee  may,  subject  to  regulations  to  ba 
from  time  to  time  made  with  the  con.^ent  of  the  county  council, 
appoint  a  sub-committee  for  the  management  and  maintenance  of 
the  pier  and  harbour  works,  and  such  sub-cotnmitfceeahall;  in  wh6le 
or  in  part,  consist  of  parish  councillors  oP  th^pariah  Or  p«tri5*es  vtx 
which  the  special  district  is  situated,  who  ther' members)  oPtWe  district 
committee  or  not  f^r^r^r^\r^ 
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3.  Upon  a  special  pier  and  harbour  district  being  formed  as  in  Substitution 
this  Act  herein-before  provided  the  enactments  contained  in  (a)  ^^^J^*"*^*  ^^^ 
section  two,  sub-sections  oiie  to  twenty-four,  inclusive,  and  sub- councflfor 
section  twenty-seven  and  (6)  the  enactments  of  sections  three  and  certain 

six  of  the  Western  Highlands  and  Islands  (Scotland)  Works  Act,  P"npo»es. 
1891,  shall  apply  for  the  purpase  of  aiding  in  the  construction  and  ^^  ^  *^  ^^^ 
improvement  of  small   harbours,  piers,  and  boatslips  within  the 
counties  of  Orkney  and  Zetland  as  if  the  words  "  District  Com- 
mittee "  were  in  the  said  Act  inserted  in  place  of  the  words  •'  County 
CouncU."

CHAPTER  33.

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

1,-^(1.)  The  power  under  the  Koyal  Naval  Reserve  Volunteer  Amendment 
Act,  1859,  to  raise  and  pay  volunteers  may,  subject  to  regulations  ^*j]|^^^ 
of  the  Admiralty,  be  exercised  outside  the  British  Islands :  Provided  paymLt  of 
that  a  volunteer  shall  not  be  raised  or  paid  outside  the  British  royal  naval 
Islands,  unless  he  is  a  British  subject  serving  on  a  vessel  registered  ^^^^^^^\^^ 
in  the  British  Islands.  c.  40.

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CHAPTER  34. 

An  Act  to  facilitate  the  Construction  of  Railways  and  the 
Establishment  of  other  means  of  Communication  in 
Ireland,  and  for  other  purposes  incidental  thereto. 

[14th  August  1896-] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with   the  advice   and  consent  of   the   Lords   Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows ;  that  is  to  say : — 
Advance  by  L — (1.)  Where   it   is  certified  to  the  Treasury    by  the  Lord 

Treasurj.  lieutenant  that  the  making  of  a  railway  under  this  Act  is 
necessary  for  the  development  of  the  resources  of  any  district,  but 
that  owing  to  the  exceptional  circumstances  of  the  district  the 
railway  could  not  be  constructed  without  special  cissistance  from 
the  State,  and  the  Treasury  are  satisfied  that  a  railway  company 
existing  at  the  time  will,  if  an  advance  is  made  by  the  Treasury 
under  this  section,  construct,  work,  and  maintain  the  railway,  or 
work  and  maintain  the  railway  when  constructed,  the  Treasury  may 
make  such  agreement  with  the  railway  company  as  is  authorised 
52  &  58  Vict,  by  sub-section  one  of  section  four  of  the  light  Kailways  (Ireland) 
^'  ^^'  Act,  1889,  and   may,  subject  to  the  limitation  of  this  Act  as  to 

the  amount  to  be  expended  for  the  pui^poses  of  advances,  agree  that 
the  railway  be  aided  out  of  public  money  by  an  advance  under 
this  section. 

Provided  that — 

(a)  the  Treasury  shall  not  make  any  such  advance  unless 
they  are  satisfied  that  landowners,  local  authorities,  and  other 
persons  locally  interested  have,  by  the  free  grant  of  land  or 
otherwise,  given  all  reasonable  assistance  and  facilities  in  their 
power  for  the  construction  of  the  railway ;  and 
(6)  save  in  the  case  of  a  railway  which  will  be  situated  wholly 
or  mainly  within  a  congested  districts  county,  as  defined  by 
54  &  55  Vict.  the  Purchase  of  Land  (Ireland)  Act,  1891,  an  advance  shall 

c.  48.  not  exceed  one  half  of  the  total  amount  required  for  the 

construction  of  the  railway. 
(2.)  An  advance  under  this  section  may  be  a  free  grant  or  a 
loan,  or  partly  a  free  grant  and  partly  a  loan. 

(3.)  Ajiy  loan  for  an  advance  under  this  section  shall  be  naade 
on  such  conditions  and  at  such  rate  of  interest  as  the  Treasury  direct 
(4.)  The  Board  of  Works  may  examine  any  surveys,  maps,  plans, 
and  estimates  for  the  construction  of  the  railway  submitted  to 
them,  and  if  they  consider  that  those  submitted  cannot  be  ma^e 
satisfactoiy,  or  if  any  alterations  which  they  may  suggest  therein 
are  not  accepted,  the  Board  of  Works,  if  authorised  by  the  Treasury, 
may  themselves  make  or  procure  the  same. 

(6.)  In  the  case  of  a  railway  which  will  be  situated  wholly  or 
msonly  within  such  congested  districts  county  as  aforesaid,  if 
the  railway  company  do  not  agree  to  construct  the  railway,  the 
Board  of  Works  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Treasury,  construct 
or  contract  for  the  construct'on  of  the  railway. 
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(6.)  For  the  purposea  of  this  section  the  Board  of  Works  shall 
have  all  the  powers  conferred  by  the  Lands  Clauses  Acts  on  the 
promoters  of  an  undertaking. 

(7.)  All  costs  and  expenses  necessarily  incurred  by  any 
Government  department  or  officer  under  this  Act  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  money  provided  by  this  Act. 

2.  Where  such  agreement  as  aforesaid  h-is  been  made  by  the  Order  ia 
Treasury    with   a  railway  company  section   live   of    the    Light  ^^JJ^!J^ 
Bailways  (Ireland)  Act,   1889,  shall  apply  with   the   following  agwemSl 
modifications : —  52  &  53  vict. 

(a.)  The  Order  in  Council  mentioned  in  the  said  section  five  c.  66. 
may  authorise  the  construction  or  reconstruction  and  main- 
tenance as  part  of  the  railway  of  any  pier,  quay,  or  jetty,  and 
may  empower  the  railway  company  or  the  Board  of  Works  to 
enter  into  all  contracts  and  agreements  necessary  for  carrying 
the  Order  into  effect : 

(6.)  The  Order  shall  set  forth  the  tolls  and  charges  for  passengers, 
animals  and  things  conveyed  on  the  railway : 

(c.)  When  the  Treasury  have  agreed  to  make  an  advance  as  a 
free  grant,  the  Order  may  make  provision  as  regards  any 
district  that  during  a  period  not  exceeding  ten  years,  to 
be  fixed  by  the  Order,  so  much  of  the  railway  as  is  in  that 
district  shall  not  be  assessed  to  any  local  rate  at  a  higher  value 
than  that  at  which  the  land  occupied  by  the  railway  would 
have  been  assessed  if  it  had  remained  in  the  condition  in 
which  it  was  immediately  before  it  was  acquired  for  the 
purposes  of  the  railway.  The  Order  may  authorise  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  to  extend  any  such  period : 

(d)  The  Onler  may  upon  the  application  of  the  Treasury  be 
altered  or  added  to  by  an  amending  Order  made  in  like  manner 
and  subject  to  the  like  provisions  as  the  original  Order.

(2.)  The  National  Debt  Commissioners  may,  out  of  any  money  for  ^^^oLd  Debt 
the  time  being  in  their  ha'^ds  on  account  of  savings  banks,  lend  ^ jj^miesionerfc 
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the*  Treasury,  and  tbe  Treasary  mAj  borrow  froi|>t]|e  4BIaiiofiaM)ebt 
Commirsionerfl,  auoh  money  ae  may  be  required  for  the  purpose 
of  advances  by  the  Treasury  under  this  Act,  on  such  terms  as 
to  interest,  sinking  fund,  and  period  of  repayment  (not  exceeding 
thirty  years  from  the  date  of  the  loan)  as  may  be  agi^eed  on  between 
the  National  Debt  Commissioners  and  tbe  Treasury. 

(3.)  The  sums  so  lent  by  the  National  Debt  Commissioners  shall 
be  repaid  out  of  money  provided  by  Parliament  for  the  pnrpose, 
and  if  and  so  far  as  that  money  is  insniiicient  shall  be  charged  on, 
and  payable  out  of,  the  Consolidated  Fund,  or  the  growing  fHroduoe 
thereof. 

Power  of  5. — (1.)  Where   any   person   has   power,   either   by   statute   or 

owner togrant  otherwise,  to  sell  and  convey  any  land  for  the  purpose  of  any 
TOioe^^money  "^^rks  of  a  railway  under  this  Act,  he  may,  with  the  sanction  of 
for  a  light  the  Board  of  Works  given  under  this  section,  convey  the  land  for 
raUway.  that  purpose  either  without  payment  of  any  purchase  money  or 

compensation,  or  at  a  price  less  than  the  real  valne,  and  may  so 
convey  it  free  from  all  incumbrances  thereon. 

(2.)  Whenever  any  person  who  is  a  landowner  within  the 
27  &  28  Vict,  meaning  of  the  Improvement  of  Land  Act,  1864,  contributes  any 
c.  114.  money  for  the  purpose  of  any  works  of  a  railway  under  this  Act, 

the  amount  so  contributed  may,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Board  of 
Works  given  under  this  section,  be  charged  on  the  land  of  the 
landowner  improved  by  the  works  in  the  same  manner,  and  with 
the  like  effect,  as  in  the  case  of  a  charge  under  that  Act. 

(3.)  The  Board  of  Works  shall  not  give  their  sanction  under  this 
section  unless  they  are  satisfied  that  the  works  for  which  the  land 
is  conveyed  or  the  money  is  contributed  will  effect  a  permanent 
increase  in  the  value  of  the  land  held  by  the  same  title  or  of  other 
land  of  the  same  landowner  exceeding,  in  the  case  of  a  conveyance 
of  land,  that  which  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Works,  the 
real  value  of  the  land  conveyed,  or  the  difference  between  that  value 
and  the  price,  as  the  cctse  may  be,  and  in  the  case  of  a  contribution 
of  money  the  amount  contributed  :  Provided  also,  that  if  the  land 
proposed  to  be  conveyed  is  subject  to  incumbrances,  the  Board  of 
Works,  before  giving  their  sanction  under  this  section,  shall  cause 
notice  to  be  given  to  the  incumbrancers,  and  shall  consider  the 
objections,  if  any,  raised  by  them. 

Entry  on  Jands.  6. — (1.)  The  Board  of  Works  or  any  company  authorised  to 
construct  a  railway  under  this  Act,  with  the  consent  of  that 
Board,  may,  before  the  arbitrator  has  framed  his  draft  award, 
enter  upon  any  land,  which  they  are  by  any  Order  in  Council 
made  under  this  Act  authorised  to  take,  without  making  any 
deposit  in  the  bank. 

(2.)  Where  any  such  entry  is  made  the  Board  of  Works  shall 
pay  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto  the  purchase  money  or  compen- 
sation agreed  upon  or  ixwixrded  to  such  persons  pursuant  to  the 
Lands  Clauses  Acts  in  respect  of  the  lands  so  entered  upon,  and 
those  Acts  as  amended  by  this  section  shall  apply  accordingly. 

(3.)  Where  any  Order  in  Council  under  this  Act  incorporates  the 
Landjs  Clauses  Acts  the  award  of  the  arbitrator  under  those  Acts 
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'^hafi  Be  fiWftl,iind  the  provisions  of  those  Acts  with  respect  to 
traverses  shall  not  apply. 

7.-^1.)  Where  any  railway  constructed  under  the  principal  Acts  Provision  in 
oi;  this  Act  has  been  aided  out  of  moneys  provided  by  Parliament,  f**®  ofdefaalt 
the  Board  of  Works  may  at  any  time  (whether  the  undertaking  UIid^rtakinM. 
has  become  the  property  of  a  grand  jury   or  not)   appoint   an 
engineer  or  other  fit  person  to  inspect  and  report  upon  the  condition 
of  the  undertaking,  and  the  working,  maintenance,  and  development 
of  the  same. 

(2.)  If  sucli  engineer  or  person  reports  that  the  undertaking  is  not 
efficiently  worked,  maintained,  and  developed,  the  Board  of  Works 
shall  make  a  report  to  the  L<^»rd  Lieutenant,  and  the  Lord  Li<^iitenant 
in  Council,  after  giving  all  persons  interested  an  opportunity  of 
being  heard,  may,  if  satisfied  that  the  undertaking  has  not  been 
efficiently  worked,  maintained,  or  developed,  make  an  order 
appointing  a  manager  or  receiver  of  the  undertaking  for  such  time 
and  with  such  powers  as  may  be  specified  in  the  order.

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CHAPTER  35. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Appointment  of  Judicial 
Trustees  and  otherwise  to  amend  the  Law  respecting 
the  Administration  of  Trusts  and  the  Liability  of 
Trustees.  [14th  August  1896.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

I. — (1.)  Where  appUcation  is  made  t^  the  court  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  person  creating  or  intending  to  create  a  trust,  or  by  or  on 
behalf  of  a  trustee  or  beneficiary,  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion, 
appoint  a  person  (in  this  Act  called  a  judicial  trustee)  to  be  a 
trustee  of  that  trust,  either  jointly  with  any  other  person  or  as 
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sole  trustee,  and,  if  sufficient  cause  is  shown,  in. place  of  all  or  any 
existing  trustees. 

(2.)  The  administration  of  the  property  of  a  deceased  person, 
whether  a  testator  or  intestate,  shall  be  a  trust,  and  the  executor  or 
administrator  a  trustee,  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act. 

(3.)  Any  fit  and  proper  person  nominated  for  the  purpose  in 
the  application  may  be  appointed  a  judicial  trustee,  and,  in  the 
absence  of  such  nomination,  or  if  the  court  is  not  satisfied  of 
the  fitness  of  a  person  so  nominated,  an  official  of  the  court  may 
be  appointed,  and  in  any  case  a  judicial  trustee  shall  be  subject  to 
the  control  and  supervision  of  the  court  as  an  officer  thereof. 

(4.)  The  court  may,  either  on  request  or  without  request,  give 
to  a  judicial  trustee  any  general  or  special  directions  in  regaid  to 
the  trust  or  the  administration  thereof. 

(5.)  There  may  be  paid  to  a  judicial  trustee  out  of  the  trust 
property  such  remuneration,  not  exceeding  the  prescribed  limits, 
as  the  court  may  assign  in  each  case,  subject  to  any  rules  under 
this  Act  respecting  the  application  of  such  remuneration  where 
the  judicial  trustee  is  an  official  of  the  court,  and  the  remuneration 
so  assigned  to  any  judicial  trustee  shall,  save  as  the  court  may  for 
special  reasons  otherwise  order,  cover  all  his  work  and  personal 
outla}^ 

(6.)  Once  in  every  year  the  accounts  of  every  trust  of  which 
a  judicial  trustee  has  been  appointed  shall  be  audited,  and  a  report 
thereon  made  to  the  court  by  the  prescribed  persons,  and,  in  any 
case  where  the  court  shall  so  direct,  an  inquiry  into  the  admini- 
stration by  a  judicial  trustee  of  any  trust,  or  into  any  dealing 
or  transaction  of  a  judicial  trustee,  shall  be  made  in  the  prescribed 
manner. 

2.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  court  under  this  Act  may  be  exercised  Court  to 
by  the  High  Court,  and  as  respects  trusts  within  its  jurisdiction  J^^SSSion. 
by  a  palatine  court,  and  (subject  to  the  prescribed  definition  of  the 
jurisdiction)  by  any  county  court  judge  to  whom  such  jurisdiction 
may  be  assigned  under  this  Act. 

3. — (1.)   If  it  appears  to  the  court  that  a  trustee,  whether  Jurudiction 
appointed  under  this  Act  or  not,  is  or  may  be  personally  liable  for  *^^^*^?     i^ 
any  breach  of  trust,  whether  the  transaction  alleged  to  be  a  breach  of  trust 
of  trust  occurred  before  or  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  but  has 
acted  honestly  and  reasonably,  and  ought  fairly  to  be  excused  for 
the  breach  of  trust  and  for  omitting  to  obtain  the  directions  of  the 
court  in   the  matter  in  which  he  committed  such  breach,  then 
the  court  may  relieve  the  trustee  either  wholly  or   partly  from 
personal  liability  for  the  same. 

(2.)  This  section  shall  come  into  operation  at  the  passing  of  this 
Act.

(8)  respecting  the  classes  of  trusts  in  which  officials  of  the 
court  are  not  to  be  judicial  trustees,  or  are  to  be  so  temporarily 
or  conditionally: 

(9)  respecting  the  procedure  to  be  followed  where  the  judicial 
trustee  is  executor  or  administrator :  • 

(10)  for  preventing  the  employment  by  judicial  trustees  of  other 
persons  at  the  expense  of  the  trust,  except  in  cases  of  strict 
necessity : 

(11)  for  the  filing  and  auditing  of  the  accounts  of  any  trust 
of  which  a  judicial  trustee  has  been  appointed.

CHAPTER  36. 


An  Act  to  amend  the  Law  with  respect  to  the  Use  of 
Lwomotives  on  Highways.  [14th  August  1896.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majf sty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  tod 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

1. — (1.)  The  enactments  mentioned  in  the  schedule  to  this  Act,  Exemption 
and  any  other  enactment  restricting  the  use   of  locomotives  on  of  light 
highways  and  contained  in  any  public  general  or  local  and  personal  f^^^^J^^ 
Act  in  force  at  the  passing  of  this  Act,  shall  not  apply  to  any  statotoiy 
vehicle  propelled  by  mechanical  power  if  it  is  under  three  tons  in  provisions, 
weight  unladen,  and  is  not  used  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  more 
than  one  vehicle  (such  vehicle  with  its  locomotive  not  to  exceed 
in  weight  unladen  four  tons),  and  is  so  constructed  that  no  smoke 
or  visible  vapour  is  emitted  therefix)ra  except  from  any  temporary 
,x>f  accidental  cause;  and  vehicles  so  exempted,  whether  locomotives 
or  drawn   by  locomotives,  are  in  this  Act  I'eferred  to  as  light 
locomotives. 

Provided  that — 

(a)  the  council  of  any  county  or  county  borough  shall  have 

power  to  make  byelaws  preventing  or  restricting  the  use  of 

such  locomotives  upon  any  bridge  within  their  area,  where 

such  council  are  satisfied  that  such  use  would  be  attended 

with  damage  to  the  bridge  or  danger  to  tlie  public : 

(6)  a  light  locomotive  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  carriage  witliin 

tbe    meaning   of   any  Act   of  Parliament,  whether  public 

general  or  local,  and  of  any  rule,  regulation,  or  bye  law,  made 

under  any  Act  of  Parliament,  and,  if  used  ps  a  carriage  of 

any  particular  class,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  carriage  of  that 

class,  and  the  law  relating  to  carriages  of  that  class  shall 

apply  accordingly. 

(2.)  In  calculating  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  the  weight  of  a 

vehicle  unladen,  the  weight  of  any  water,  fuel,  or  accumulators, 

used  for  tlie  pui-pose  of  propulsion,  shall  not  Ve  included. 

2.  During  the  period  between  one  hour  after  sunset  and  one  Hegnlations 
hour  before  sunrise,  the  pereon  in  charge  of  a  light  locomotive  '^  *^  ^^^^ 
shall  carry  attached  thereto  a  lamp  so  constructed  and  placed  as 

to  exhibit  a  light  in  accordance  with  tbe  regulations  to  I  e  made  by 
the  Local  Government  Board. 

3.  Every  light  locomotive  shall  carry  a  bell  or  other  instrument  Locomotives 
capable  of  giving  audible  and  sufficient  waruing  of  tlie  approach  or  ^"^  * 
position  of  the  carriage.  ^^^^^  ^^  GoOglc 
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4.  No  light  locomotive  shall  travel  along  a  public  highway  at 
a  greater  speed  than  fourteen  miles  an  hour,  or  than  any  less  speed 
that  may  be  prescribed  by  regulations  of  the  Local  Govermnent 
Board. 

5.  The  keeping  and  use  of  petroleum  or  of  any  other  inflam- 
mable liquid  or  fuel  for  the  purpose  of  light  locomotives  shall  be 
subject  to  regulations  made  by  a  Secretary  of  State,  and  regula- 
tions so  made  shall  have  effect  notwithstanding  anything  in  the 
Petroleum  Acts,  1871  to  1881. 

6. — (1.)  The  Local  Government  Board  may  make  regulatioiw 
with  respect  to  the  use  of  light  locomotives  on  highways,  and  their 
construction,  and  the  conditions  under  which  they  may  be  used. 

(2.)  Regulations  under  this  section  may,  if  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Boanl  deem  it  necessary,  be  of  a  local  nature  and  limited  in 
their  application  to  a  particular  area,  and  may,  on  the  application 
of  any  local  authority,  prohibit  or  restrict  the  use  of  locomotives 
for  purposes  of  traction  in  crowded  sti'cets,  or  in  other  places  where 
such  use  may  be  attended  with  danger  to  the  public. 

All  regulations  under  this  section  shall  have  full  effect  notwith- 
standing anything  in  any  other  Act,  whether  general  or  local,  or 
any  byelaws  or  regulations  made  thereunder. 

Every  regulation  purporting  to  be  made  in  pursuance  of  this 
section  shall  be  forthwith  laid  before  both  Houses  of  Parliament 

7.  A  breach  of  any  byelaw  or  regulation  made  under  this  Act, 
or  of  any  provision  of  this  Act,  may,  on  summary  conviction,  he 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  pounds. 

8. — (1.)  On  and  after  the  first  day  of  January  next  after  the 
passing  of  this  Act  there  shall  be  granted,  charged,  and  paid  in

Every  such  duty  shall  be  paid  together  with  the  duty  on 
the  licence  for  the  locomotive  as  a  carnage  or  a  hackney  carriage, 
and  shall  in  England  be  dealt  with  in  manner  directed  with  i-espect 
to  duties  on  local  taxation  licences  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Local  Government  Act,  1888 ;  and  in  Scotland  be  paid  into  the 
Local  Taxation  (Scotland)  Account,  and  be  dealt  with  as  part  of 
the  residue  within  the  meaning  of  section  two,  sub-section  (3),  of 
the  Local  Taxation  (Customs  and  Excise)  Act,  1890.

and  Islands,  and  for  Relief  from  the  Payment  of  the 
Land  Tax  in  Burghs  in  Scotland.     [14th  August  1896.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritaal  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows :  GoOqIc 
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Ch.  37.  AfjricuUwraZ  Rates,  Coiiffested        69  &  60  Vict. 

Districts,  and  Burgh  Land  Tax  Relief  (Scotland)  Act,  1896. 

1.  As  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  next  after  the  passing  of 
this  Act,  and  during  the  continuance  thereof,  the  annual  value  of 
all  agricultural  lands  and  heritages  in  Scotland — 

(1)  shall  for  the  purpose  of  the  occupiers'  consolidated  rate 
leviable  by  county  councils,  including  the  portion  thereof 
leviable  under  the  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Acts,  be  held  to  be 
the  nearest  aggregate  sum  of  pounds  sterling  to  three-eighths 
of  the  annual  value  thereof  as  appearing  on  the  valuation  roll ; 
and 

(2)  shall  for  the  purpose  of  the  occupiers'  share  of  the  poor  rate, 
the  school  rate,  and  the  other  rates  leviable  by  parish  councils^ 
be  held  to  be  the  nearest  aggregate  sum  of  pounds  sterling 
to  three-eighths  of  the  annual  value  thereof  as  appearing  on  the 
valuation  roll,  subject  to  the  deductions  in  pursuance  of  section 
thirty-seven  of  the  Poor  Law  (Scotland)  Act,  1846. 

Provided  that  where  lands  and  heritages  are  classified  in  terms 
of  section  thirty-six  of  the  Poor  Law  (Scotland)  .Act,  1845,  if  it 
shall  be  certified  by  the  Secretary  for  Scotland  that  the  rates 
leviable  on  the  occupiers  of  agricultural  lands  and  heritages  in 
pursuance  of  the  classification  are  less  than,  or  as  nearly  as  may  be 
the  same  as,  the  rates  which  would  without  classification  be 
leviable  on  such  occupiers  in  terms  of  this  Act>  such  classification 
(herein-after  teimed  a  certified  classification)  shall  have  efiTect,  and 
sub-section  (2)  shall  not  apply.

The  Secretary  for  Scotland  shall  ascertain  and  certify 
the  amount  which  is  to  be  taken  as  having  been  raised  during  the 
local  financial  year  ending  the  fifteenth  day  of  May,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-six,  by  each  rating  authority  by  each  rate 
to  which  this  Act  applies,  and  the  portion  of  such  amount  which 
represents  the  occupiers'  share  of  such  rate  in  each  rateable  area.

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CHAPTER  38. 

An  Act  to  make  provision  for  the  Construction  of  a 
Railway  in  Africa,  from  Mombasa  to  the  Victoria 
Nyanza,  through  the  Protectorates  of  Zanzibar,  British 
East  Africa,  and  Uganda.  [14th  August  1896.] 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  construction  of 
a  railway  (in  this  Act  called  the  Uganda  Railway)  from 
Mombasa  on  the  east  coast  of  Africa  to  the  Victoria  Nyanza 
through  the  protectorate3  of  Zanzibar,  British  East  Africa,  and 
Uganda,  at  an  estimated  cost,  exclusive  of  the  expenditure 
authorised  by  the  Appropriation  Act,  1896,  session  two,  of  three 
million  pounds : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lcrds  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

1, — (1.)  The  Treasury  shall  issue  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fond 
or  the  growing  produce  thereof  such  sums  not  exceeding  in  the 
whole  the  sum  of  three  million  pounds  as  may  be  required  by  a 
Secretary  of  State  for  defraying  the  costs  of  the  con>truction  of 
the  Uganda  Railway,  whether  incurred  before  or  after  the  passings 
of  this  Act.

CHAPTER  43. 


An  Act  to  amend  the  Coal  Mines  Regulation  Act,  1887. 

[lUh  August  1896.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 

L — ^^(1.)  The  powei-  to  propose,  amend,  and  modify  special  rules  Special  rules, 
for  a  mine  imder  the  Coal  Mines  Regulation  Act,  1887  (in  this  Act  50  &  51  -^^^ 
referred  to  as  the  principal  Act),  shall  include  powers  with  respect  c  58. 
to  any  of  the  following  matters  : — 

(a)  the  nature  and  description  of  the  tights  or  lamps  to  be  used  in 
the  mine,  and  their  custody  and  the  mode  of  using  and  trimming 
them;  and  ^  ^

(b)  the  description  of  explosives  to  be  used  in  the  mine,  the  mode 

of  using  and  of  storing  such  explosives,  and  of  making  and 

atemming  holes,  and  the  times  at  which  and  the  manaer  in 

which  shots  are  to  be  fired  in  the  mine ;  and 
{c)  the  number  or  class  of  persons,  if  any,  to  be  permitted  to 

remain  in  the  mine  or  any  part  thereof  whilst  shots  are  being 

fired;  and 
(c2)  the  watering  or  efficient  damping  of  the  mine  or  any  ways 

or  places  therein ;  and 
(e)  generally  the  precautions  to  be  adopted  for  the  prevention 

of  accidents  from  inflammable  gas  and  coal  dust. 

(2.)  While  any  special  iniles  made  under  this  section  are  in 
force  in  any  mine,  any  general  rule  contained  in  section  forty- 
nine  of  the  principal  Act,  and  any  special  rule  established  under 
the  principal  Act,  shall,  if  and  so  far  as  it  is  inconsistent  with  any 
special  rules  made  under  this  section,  be  suspended  in  relation 
to  that  mine. 

2.  Where  any  matter  in  difference  is  referred  to  arbitration 
under  the  princi]>al  Act,  a  majority  of  the  workmen  employed  in 
the  mine  to  which  the  arbitration  relates  may,  on  giving  such 
security,  if  any,  as  may  appear  to  the  arbitrators  or  umpire 
sufficient  to  provide  for  the  costs  occasioned  by  such  representa- 
tion, appoint  any  person  to  represent  the  workmwi,  or  any  class  of 
them,  on  the  arbitration,  and  any  person  so  appointed  shall  be 
entitled  to  attend  and  take  part  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
arbitration  to  such  extent  and  in  such  manner  as  the  arbitrators 
or  umpire  may  direct,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liability  with 
respect  to  costs  so  occasioned  as  if  he  were  a  party  to  the 
arbitration. 

3.  The  plan  required  to  be  kept  in  pursuance  of  section  tbiity- 
f our  of  the  principal  Act  shall  show  the  position  of  the  workings 
therein  mentioned  with  regard  to  the  surface,  and  the  position, 
extension,  and  direction  of  every  known  fault  or  dislocation  of  the 
seam  with  its  vertical  throw. 

4. — (1.)  For  sub-sections  (1)  and  (2)  of  section  thirty-eight 
of  the  principal  Act  shall  be  substituted  the  following  sub- 
sections : — 

''(1.)  Where  any  mine  or  seam  is  abandoned,  the  person  who  is 
owner  of  the  mine  or  seam  at  the  time  of  its  abandonment 
shall,  within  three  months  after  the  abandonment,  send  to  a 
Secretary  of  State : 

(i.)  An  accurate  plan  of  the  mine  or  seam,  being  either  the 
original  working  plan  or  an  accurate  copy  thereof  made 
by  a  competent  draughtsman,  and  showing — 

(a)  the  boundaries  of  the  workings  of  the  mine  or 
seam,  including  not  only  the  wooing  faces  but  also 
all  headings  in  advance  thereof,  up  to  the  time  of 
the  abandonment ; 
Qj)  the  pillars  of  coal  or  other  mineral  remaininjf 
unworked ;  ^  j 
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(c)  the  position,  direction,  and  extent  of  every  known 
fault  or  dislocation  of  the  seam  with  its  vertical 
throw ; 

(d)  the  position  of  the  workings  with  regard  to  the 
surface  boundary ; 

(e)  the  general  direction  and  rate  of  dip  of  the  strata ; 
and 

(f)  a  statement  of  the  depth  of  the  shaft  frpm  the 
surface  to  the  seam  abandoned ;  and 

(ii.)  A  section  of  the  strata  sunk  through,  or,  if  that  is  not 

reasonably  practicable^  a  statement  of  the  depth  of  the 

shaft  with  a  section  of  the  seam. 

''  Every  such  plan  must  be  on  a  scale  of  not  less  than  that  of 

the  Ordnance  survey  of  twenty-five  inches  to  the  mile,  or 

on  the  same  scale  as  the  plan  used  at  the  mine  at  the  time 

of  its  abandonment,  and  its  accuracy  must  be  certified,  so 

far  as  is  reasonably  practicable,  by  a  surveyor  or  other 

person  approved  in  that  behalf  by  an  inspector  of  mines. 

"  (2.)  The  plan  and  section  shall  be  preserved  under  the  care  of 

the  Secretary  of  State  ;  but  no  person,  except  an  inspector 

under  this  Act,  shall  be  entitled  without  the  consent  of  th^ 

owner  of  the  mine  or  seam,  or  the  licence  of  a  Secretary  of 

State,  to  see  the  plan  when  so  sent  until  after  the  expiration 

of  ten  years  from  the  time  of  the  abandonment.     Provided 

that  such  licence  shall  not  be  granted  unless  the  Secretary  of 

State  is  satisfied  that  the  inspection  of  such  plan  is  necessary 

in  the  interests  of  safety." 

(2.)  The  High  Court,  or,  in  Scotland,  the  Court  of  Session,  may, 
on  application  by  or  behalf  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  make  an 
order  requiring  any  person  who  has,  for  the  time  being,  the  custody 
or  possession  of  any  plan  or  section  of  an  abandoned  mine  or  seam 
to  produce  it  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  purpose  of  inspection 
or  copying. 

5, — (1.)   The  inspection  before  the  commencement    of    work  Amendment 
required  by   Rule  4   (i)   contained  in  section  forty-nine  of  the  o^  general 
principal  Act,  shall  extend  to  all  working  places  in  which  work  is  i^mps!  b!^ 
temporarily  stopped  within  any  ventilating  district  in  which  the  8pection,and 
men  have  to  work.  tamping. 

(2.)  A  safety  lamp  shall  not  be  used  in  any  mine  or  part  of  a 
mine  by  any  person  employed  therein  unless  it  is  provided  by  the 
owner  of  the  mine,  and  no  portion  of  any  safety  lamp  shall  be 
removed  by  any  person  from  the  mine  while  the  lamp  is  in  ordinary 
use. . 

(3.)  In  Rule  12  of  the  general  rules  contained  in  section  forty- 
nine  of  the  principal  Act,  for  the  words  "  nor  shall  coal  or  coal 
"  dust  be  used  for  tamping  "  shall  be  substituted  the  words  "  and 
"  only  clay  or  other  non-inflammable  substances  shall  be  used 
"  for  stemming,  and  shall  be  provided  by  the  owner  of  the  mine." 

6,  A  Secretary  of  State  on  being  satisfied  that  any  explosive  Provisioa  as  to 
is  or  is  likely  to  become  dangerous,  may,  by  order,  of  which  notice  explosives, 
shall  be  given  in  such  manner  as  he  may  direct,  prohibit  the  use 
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thereof  in  any  mine,  or  in  any  class  of  mines,  either  absolutely  or 
subject  to  conditions,  and  the  provisions  of  the  principal  Act  as 
to  contraventions  of  general  rules  shall  apply  to  contoaventions 
of  any  such  prohibitions. 

7.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Coal  Mines  Regulation  Act, 
1896,  and  the  principal  Act  and  the  Coal  Mines  (Check  Weighers) 
Act,  1894,  and  this  Act  may  be  cited  collectively  as  the  Coal 
Mines  Regulation  Acts,  1887  to  1896.

K^dTof  SwB.  workman  for  any  deduction  from  the  sum  contracted  to  be  paid 
by  the  employer  to   the  workman,  or  for  any  payment  to  the 
employer  by  the  workman,  for  or  in  respect  of  any  fine,  unless — 
(a)  the  terms  of  the  contract  are  contained  in  a  notice  kept 
constantly  affixed  at  such  place  or  places  open  to  the  work- 
men and  in  such  a  position  that  it  may  be  easily  seen,  read, 
and  copied  by  any  person  whom  it  affects ;  or  the  contract  is 
in  writing,  signed  by  the  workman ;  and 
(6)  the  contract  specified  the  acts  or  omissions  in  respect  of 
which  the  fine  may  be  imposed,  and  the  amount  of  the  fine  or 
the  particulars  from  which  that  amount  may  be  ascertained ; 
and 
(c)  the  fine  imposed  under  the  contract  is  in  respect  of  some  act 
or  omission  which  causes  or  is  likely  to  cause  damage  or  loss 
to  the  employer,  or  interruption  or  hindrance  to  his  business ; 
and 
{d)  the  amount  of  the  fine  is  fair  and  reasonable  having  regard 
to  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 

(2.)  An  employer  shall  not  make  any  such  deduction  or  receive 
any  such  payment,  unless — 

(a)  the  deduction  or  payment  is  made  in  pursuance  of,  or  in 
accordance  with,  such  a  contract  as  aforesaid  ;  and 

(b)  particulars  in  writing  showing  the  acts  or  omissions  in 
respect  of  which  the  fine  is  imposed  and  the  amount  thereof 
are  supplied  to  the  workman  on  each  occasion  when  a 
deduction  or  payment  is  made. 

(3.)  This  section  shall  apply  to  the  case  of  a  shop  assistant  in 
like  manner  as  it  applies  to  the  case  of  a  workman. 

Dedactioni  or        2. — (1.)  An  employer  shall  not  make   any  contract  with  any

damaged  goods,  paid  by  the  employer  to  the  workman,  or  for  any  payment  to  the 

employer  by  the  workman  for  or  in  respect  of  bad^orjieg^igent 
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work  or  injuiy  to  the  materials  or  other  property  of  the  employer, 
unless — 

(a)  the  terms  of  tjie  contract  are  contained  in  a  notice  kept 
constantly  affixed  at  such  place  or  places  open  to  the  work- 
men and  in  such  a  position  that  it  may  be  easily  seen,  read, 
and  copied  by  any  person  whom  it  affects ;  or  the  contract  is 
in  writing,  signed  by  the  workman ;  and 

(b)  the  deduction  or  payment  to  be  made  under  the  contract 
does  not  exceed  the  actual  or  estimated  damage  or  loss  occa- 
sioned to  the  employer  by  the  act  or  omission  of  the  workman, 
or  of  some  person  over  whom  he  has  control,  or  for  whom  he 
has  by  the  contract  agreed  to  be  responsible ;  and 

(c)  the  amount  of  the  deduction  or  payment  is  £a.ir  and  reasonable, 
having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 

(2.)  An  employer  shall  not  make  cmy  such  deduction  or  receive

(a)  the  deduction  or  payment  is  made  in  pursuance  of,  or  in

8. — (1.)  An  employer  shall  not  make  any  contract  with  any  Dedactionsor 
workman  for  any  deduction  from  the  sum  contracted  to  be  paid  p»ymenu  in 
by  the  employer  to  the  workman,  or  for  any  payment   to  the  ^^^ 
employer  by  the  workman  for.  or  in  respect  of,  the  use  or  supply 
of  materials,  tools  or  machines,  standing  room,  light,  heat,  or  for 
or  in  respect  of  any  other  thing  to  be  done  or  provided  by  the 
employer  in  relation   to  the  work   or  labour   of  the  workman 
unless — 

(a)  the  terms  of  the  contract  are  contained  in  a  notice  kept 
constantly  affixed  at  such  place  or  places  open  to  workmen, 
and  in  such  a  position  that  it  may  be  easily  seen,  read,  and 
copied  by  any  person  whom  it  affects  :  or  the  contract  is  in 
writing  signed  by  the  workman  ;  and 

(b)  the  sum  to  be  paid  or  deducted  under  the  contract  in  respect 
of  materials,  tools  or  machines,  standing  room,  light,  heat,  or 
any  other  thing,  does  not  exceed,  in  the  case  of  materials  or 
tools  supplied  to  the  workman,  the  actual  or  estimated  cost 
thereof  to  the  employer,  or  in  the  case  of  the  use  of  machinery, 
light,  heat,  or  any  other  thing  in  this  section  mentioned,  a 
fair  and  reasonable  rent  or  charge,  having  regard  to  all  the 
circumstances  of  the  case. 

(2.)  An  employer  shall  not  make  any  such  deduction  or  receive 
any  such  payment  unless — 

(a)  the  deduction  or  payment  is  made  in  pursuance  of,  and  in 

accordance  with,  such  a  contract  as  aforesaid ;  and 
(6)  particulars  in  writing  showing  the  things  in  respect  of  which 

the  deduction  or  payment  is  made  and  the  amount  thereof  are 

supplied  to  the  workman  on  each  occasion  when  a  deduction 

or  payment  is  made. 
4.  If  any  employer  enters  into  any  contract  contrary  to  this  P«»l^« 
Act,  or  makes  any  deduction  or  receives  any  payment  coutraiy-to-^-- 
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this  Act,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the  Truck  Act, 
1831,  and  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  imposed  by  section  nine 
of  that  Act  as  if  the  offence  were  an  offence  in  that  section 
mentioned. 

5.  Any  workman  or  shop  assistant  may  recover  any  sum 
deducted  by  or  paid  to  his  employer  contrary  to  this  Act,  provided 
that  proceedings  for  such  recovery  are  commenced  within  six  months 
from  the  date  of  the  deduction  or  payment  sought  to  be  recovered, 
and  that  where  he  has  consented  to  or  acquiesced  in  any  such 
deduction  or  payment,  he  shall  only  recover  the  excess  which  has 
been  deducted  or  paid  over  the  amount,  if  any,  which  the  court 
may  find  to  have  been  fair  and  reasonable,  having  regard  to  all  the 
circumstances  of  the  case. 

6.— (1.)  Every  employer  who  has  made  any  contract  purporting 
or  intending  to  operate  as  a  contract  under  this  Act,  shall,  on 
demand  in  writing  by  one  of  HJer  Majesty's  inspectors  of  factories 
or  of  mines,  produce  the  contract  or  a  true  copy  thereof  at  any 
convenient  time  and  place  to  be  named  by  the  inspector,  and  the 
inspector  shall  be  at  liberty  to  take  a  copy  of  the  same  or  of  any 
part  thereof,  and  the  employer  of  any  workman  or  shop  assistant 
who  is  party  to  any  such  contract  shall  at  the  time  of  making  the 
contract  give  the  workman  or  shop  assistant  a  copy  of  the  contract 
or  of  the  notice  containing  its  terms. 

(2.)  A  workman  or  shop  assistant  who  is  party  to  any  such 
contract  shall  be  entitled,  on  request,  to  obtain  from  his  employer 
free  of  charge  a  copy  of  the  contract  or  of  the  notice  containing  its 
terms. 

(3.)  Eveiy  employer  who  has  made  any  contract  purporting  or 
intending  to  operate  as  a  contract  under  section  one  of  this  Act 
shall  keep  a  register  of  deductions  or  payments,  and  shall  enter 
therein  every  deduction  or  payment  for  or  in  respect  of  any  fine 
purporting  to  be  made  under  any  such  contract,  specifying  the 
amount  and  the  nature  of  the  act  or  omission  in  i  espect  of  which 
the  fine  was  imposed,  and  this  register  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to 
inspection  by  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Inspectors  of  Factories  or  of 
Mines. 

(4.)  If  any  person  fails  to  comply  with  this  section  he  shall 
be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  forty 
shillings. 

7.  A  contract  entered  into  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall 
not  be  liable  to  stamp  duty. 

8.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  make  lawful  any  contract  or 
payment  which  is  illegal  under  the  Truck  Acts,  1831  and  1887,  or 
under  the  Hosiery  Manufacture  (Wages)  Act,  1874,  or  affect  the 
provisions  of  the  Coal  Mines  Regulation  Act,  1887,  or  any  amend- 
ing Act,  with  respect  to  persons  emplo3*ed  in  mines  and  paid 
according  to  weight,  or  make  lawful  any  deduction  from  payments 
made  to  those  persons. 

9, — (1.)  The  Secretary  of  State,  if  satisfied  that  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  are  unnecessary  for  the  protection  of  the  workmen 
employed  in  any  trade  or  business,  or  in  any  branch  or  department 
of  any  trade  or  business,  either  generally  or  within  any  specified 
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area,  may  by  order  under  his  band  grant  an  exemption  from  those 
provisions  in  respect  of  the  persons  engaged  in  that  trade,  business, 
branch  or  department,  either  generally  or  within  that  area. 

(2.)  The  Secretary  of  State  may  at  any  time  amend  or  revoke 
any  such  order. 

(3.)  Every  order  made  under  this  section  shall  be  laid  as  soon 
as  may  be  before  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  and  if  either  House 
within  the  next  forty  days  after  the  order  has  been  so  laid  before 
that  House  resolves  that  the  order  ought  to  be  annulled,  the  order 
shall,  after  the  date  of  that  resolution,  be  of  no  effect,  without 
prejudice  to  the  validity  of  anything  done  in  the  meantime  under 
the  order  or  to  the  making  of  a  new  order. 

10.  Sub-section  two  of  section  thirteen  of  the  Truck  Amendment  Dttties  of 
Act,  1887  (which  relates  to  the  duty  of  inspectors)  shall  apply  in  '^^^i^^^- 
the  case  of  a  laundry,  and  in  the  case  of  any  place  where  work  ^^^  ^^  ^*^' 
is  given  out  by  the  occupier  of  a  factory  or  workshop,  or  by  a   ' 
contractor,  or  sub-contractor,  in  like  manner  as  it  applies  in  the 

case  of  a  factory. 

11.  This  Act  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  January  Commence- 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- seven.  "**"*• 

12.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Truck  Act,  1896  ;   and  the  Short  title 
Tnick  Acts,  1881   and   1887,  and  this  Act  shall  be  construed  fraction,

CHAPTER  46. 


An  Act  for  abolishing  the  Court  of  the  Vice-Warden  of 
the  Stannaries.  [14tli  August  1896.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

1, — (1.)  On  the  commencement  of  this  Act  the  Court  of  the  Abolition  of 
Vice- Warden  of  the  Stannaries  shall  cease  to  exist,  except  for  the  Xj*^"^*^'* 
purpose  of  continuing  and  concluding  proceedings  pending  in  that 
court  at  that  date,  and  as  from  that  date  all  jurisdiction  and  powers 
of  the  said  court  and  its  officers  shall,  except  as  aforesaid,  be  trans- 
ferred to  and  vested  in  such  of  the  county  courts  as  the  Lord 
Chancellor  may  by  order  direct,  and  be  exercised  subject  to  and 
in  accordance  with  rules  of  court  for  regulating  the  procedure  in 
county  courts. 

(2.)  Provision  may  be  made  by  order  of  the  Lord  Chancellor — 

(a)  for  determining  by,  to,  or  before  what  officer,  or  in  what 

office,  may  be  done  anything  required  to  be  done  by,  to,  or 

before  any  officer  or  in  any  office  of  the  said  court  of  the 

Vice- Warden ; 

(6)  for  transferring  to  a  county  court  any  proceedings  pending 

in  the  said  court  at  the  commencement  of  this  Act ; 
(c)  for  determining  the  place  of  sitting  for  the  exercise  of  any  r^ry]r> 
jurisdiction  transferred  by  this  Act ;  "^^  ^^^  ^^  ^^u^i^ 
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(d)  vnih  respect  to  the  use  and  disposal  of  any  property 
which  at  the  commencement  of  this  Act  is  held  for  the  use 
of  the  said  court  or  of  any  officer  of  the  said  court,  and  of 
any  room  or  building  which  at  that  date  is  appropriated  for 
the  use  of  the  said  court  or  of  the  Vice- Warden,  officers,  and 
suitors  thereof ;  and 

(e)  with  respect  to  the  custody  of  any  records  which  at  that 
date  are  under  the  custody  of  the  said  court. 

2.  There  shall  be  paid  to  the  persons  who  ai*e  at  the  commence- 
ment of  this  Act  the  Vice-Warden  and  officers  of  the  Court  of  the 
Vice- Warden  of  the  Stannaries  such  pensions,  and  on  such  conditions, 
and  out  of  such  funds  (including  the  funds  mentioned  in  section 
twenty-nine  of  the  Stannaries  Act,  1887^  and  any  other  funds 
available  for  the  purpose),  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Treasury  with 
the  concurrence  of  His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales  and 
Duke  of  Corowall,  regard  being  had  to  the  date  and  form  of 
appointment,  and  salary  attached  thereto,  and  to  the  nature  and 
length  of  the  services  of  those  persons  and  to  the  amount  and 
nature  of  the  funds  available  for  their  pensions. 

3.  fieferences  in  any  unrepealed  enactment  to  mines  subject  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  of  the  Vice- Warden  of  the  Stannaries, 
or  within  the  cognizance  of  the  said  Vice- Warden,  shall  be  con- 
strued as  applying  to  mines  which  would  have  been  subject  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  said  court  if  it  had  not  been  abolished. 

4. — (1.)  In  the  event  of  any  di&pute  arising  between — 

(a)  any  two  or  more  mining  companies ;  or 

(6)  any  mining  company  and  His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of 

Wales  and  Duke  of  Cornwall,  or  any  person  having  any  estate 

or  interest  in  the  mine  worked  by  or  leased  to  that  mining 

company; 

a   judge  of  a  county  court   exercising  the  jurisdiction  of  the 

Stannaries   Court  may,  on   the  application  of  any  party  to  the 

dispute,  order  that  the  matter  in  dispute  be  tried  before  himself  or 

before  an  arbitrator  agreed  on  by  the  parties  or  an  officer  of  the 

court,  and  the  Arbitration  Act,  1889,  shall  apply  to  any  such 

reference. 

(2.)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  the  expression  "mining 
company  "  shall  mean  any  person  or  body  of  persons  engaged  in  or 
formed  for  working  mines  within  the  stannaries. 

5.  The  enactments  described  in  the  schedule  to  this  Act  are 
hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  mentioned  in  the  third  column  of 
that  schedule. 

Provided  that  nothing  in  this  repeal  shall  affect  any  proceedings 
pending  in  the  Court  of  the  Vice- Warden  of  the  Stannaries  at  the 
oonmiencement  of  this  Act,  or  any  appeal  from  the  said  court 
pending  at  that  date. 

6.  This  Act  shall  come  into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  January 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven. 

7.  This  Act;  may  be  cited  as  the  Stannaries  Court  (Abolition)

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CHAPTER  47. 

An  Act  to  further  amend  the  Law  relating  to  the  Occupa- 
tion and  Ownership  of  Land  in  L'eland,  and  for  other 
purposes  relating  thereto.  [14th  August  1896.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  tl»is  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 


PaiCtL 


PART  I. 

Land  Law. 
Fai/r  Rents 

Amendment  as  1. — (1.)  Where  the  court  fix  a  fair  rent  for  a  holding,  the  court 
to  improTe-  phall  ascertain  and  record  in  the  form  of  a  schedule,  unless  both 
"^*^'  landlord  and  tenant  fchall  otherwise  request — 

(a)  the  annual  sum  which  should  be  the  fair  rent  of  the  holding' 
on  the  assumption  that  all  improvements  thereon  were  made 
or  acquired  by  the  landlord ; 

(6)  the  condition  as  to  cultivation,  deterioration,  or  otherwise  of 
the  holding  and  the  buildings  thereon ; 

(c)  the  improvements  made  wholly  or  partly  by  the  tenant  or 
at  his  cost,  and  with  respect  to  each  such  improvement — 

(i)  the  nature,  character,  and  present  capital  value  thereof, 
and  the  increased  letting  value  due  thereto ; 

(ii)  the  date  (so  near  as  can  be  ascertained)  at  which  the 
same  was  made  ;  and 

(iii)  the  deduction  from  the  rent  made  on  account  thereof ; 

(d)  the  extent  (if  any)  to  which  the  landlord  has  paid  or 
compensated  the  tenant  in  respect  of  each  such  improvement ; 

(e)  the  improvements  made  wholly  or  partly  by  or  at  the  cost 
of,  or  acquired  by,  the  landlord  ; 

(/)  such  other  matters  in  relation  to  the  holding  as  may  have 
been  taken  into  account  in  fixing  the  fair  rent  thereof^  or  as  may 
be  prescribed ;  and 
(gf)  the  fair  rent  of  the  holding ; 
and  the  said  schedule  shall  be  in  the  form  set  out  in  the  First 
Schedule  to  this  Act,  or  in  such  other  form  as  may  be  prescribed, 
and  a  certified  copy  of  the  record  shall  on  the  prescribed  appli- 
cation be  sent  by  post  to  each  party,  and  the  record  shall   be 
admissible  in  evidence  on  its  mere  production  from  the  proper 
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(2.)  Nothing  oontained  ia  the  First  Schedule  to  this  Act  shall       Part  I. 
affect  the  construction  of  any  other  portion  of  this  Act. 

(3.)  No  rent  shall  be  allowed  or  made  payable  in  respect  of  an 
improvement  made  by  the  tenant  on  a  holding  by  reason  only  of 
the  work  constituting  such  improvement  not  being  suitable  to  the 
holding. 

(4.)  For  the  purpose  of  the  Land  Law  Acts,  as  amended  by 
this  Act,  a  tenant  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  fully  paid  or 
compensated  for  every  improvement  made  by  him  in  pursuance  of 
a  contract  entered  into  for  valuable  consideration. 

(6.)  For  the  purpose  of  the  Land  Law  Acts,  as  amended  by 
this  Act^  a  tenant  shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  been  paid  or  com- 
pensated for  any  improvement  not  made  in  pursuance  of  a  contract 
entered  into  for  vaiuable  consideration,  except  to  the  extent  to 
which  the  court,  having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case, 
are  of  opinion  that  valuable  consideration  has  been  given  by  the 
landlord  in  respect  of  the  improvement. 

(6.)  A  contract  by  a  tenant  not  to  claim,  on  quitting  his  holding, 
compensation  for  any  improvement  made  by  him  shall  not  autbo- 
rise  the  allowance  of  any  rent  in  respect  of  any  improvement  except 
to  the  extent  to  which  the  courts  ha\dng  regard  to  all  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case,  are  of  opinion  that  valuable  consideration 
has  been  given  by  the  landlord  in  respect  of  the  entering  into  that 
contract 

(7.)  Section  four  of  the  Lmdlord  and  Tenant  (Ireland)  Act,  1870,  83  &  34  Viet 
shall  not  authorise  the  allowance  of  any  rent  ia  respect  of  any  ^-  ^^• 
improvement,  provided  that  rent  may  be  allowed  in  respect  of  an 
improvement  made  by  the  tenant,  if  made  twenty  years  before  the 
passing  of  the  said  Act,  and  not  being  a  permaoent  building  or 
reclamation  of  waste  land. 

(8.)  For  the  purpose  of  this  section  valuable  consideration  shall 
not  be  held  to  have  been  given  by  reason  of  the  mere  letting  of  the 
land  on  lease  or  otherwise,  or  the  mere  enjoyment  by  the  tenant  of 
any  improvement  where  the  rent  of  the  holding  was  not  fixed,

(10.)  Sub-sections  (2)  and  (4)  of  section  five  of  the  Landlord  and  83  &  34  Vi«t

pounds;  or 
(ii)  if  the  tenant  does  not  actually  reside  on  the  holding,  or 
where   the   holding   adjoins  or   is   ordinarily  used  with 
another  holding,  then  on  the  latter  holding. 

(2.)  Where  a  distinct  and  substantive  part  of  the  property  held 
under  one  demise  is  demesne  land,  or  is  not  agricultural  or 
pastoral  in  its  character,  or  is  an  incorporeal  hereditament,  and 
the  court  consider  that  that  part  is  not  the  substantial  part  of  such 
property,  the  court  may,  if  they  are  of  opinion  that,  apart  from  the 
fixing  of  a  fair  rent,  the  separation  of  the  property  into  two  parts 
will  not  diminish  the  value  of  the  landlord's  interest  therein,  direct 
that  that  part  shall  thenceforth  be,  or,  if  it  is  an.  incorporeal 
hereditament,  be  treated  as,  a  separate  holding,  and  shall,  unless 
the  tenancy  has  expired,  be  held  at  such  rent  during  the  continuance 
of  the  tenancy  as  the  court  determine  to  be  the  proper  proportion 
of  the  rent  reserved  by  the  demise,  and  the  court  may  fix  a  fair 
rent  for  the  remainder  of  the  property  held  under  the  demise,  and 
the  said  Acts  shall  apply  to  that  remainder  as  if  it  were  a  separate 
holding. 

(3.)  Where  a  holding  is  held  by  joint  tenants  or  tenants  in 
common,  and  such  tenants  have  worked  and  occupied  separate 
portions  thereof,  and  the  division  of  the  holding  was  made  prior  to 
the  passing  of  the  Land  Law  (Ireland)  Act,  1887,  the  court,  on  the  50  &  51  Vict, 
application  of  any  joint  tenant  or  tenant  in  common,  may,  if  they  c.  83, 
think  that  it  is  just,  fix  a  fair  rent  upon  the  portion  of  the 
holding  so  separately  occupied.  Such  order  fixing  a  fair  rent  when 
made  shall  not  have  the  effect  of  increasing  the  liability  of  the 
landlord  for  rates  or  taxes  in  respect  of  tlie  holding,  and  such  order 
shall  not  be  made  if  the  court  are  of  opinion  that  the  interests  of 
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the  landlord  in  the  holding  will  be  injuriously  affected  thereby 
otherwise  than  by  the  mere  fixing  of  a  fair  rent. 

(4.)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  extend  to  any  holding  in 
respect  of  which  a  judicial  rent  has  been  fixed  before  the  commence- 
ment of  this  Act. 

6.  In  the  construction  of  section  nine  of  the  Land  Law 
(Lreland)  Act,  1887,  the  word  "  agricultural  '^  shall  be  construed 
to  mean  agricultural  or  pastoral,  or  partly  agricultural  and  partly 
pastoral  Provided  that  this  section  shall  not  entitle  a  person  to 
have  a  fair  rent  fixed  who  is  not  bona  fide  using  the  holding  as 
an  ordinary  farm. 

^. — (1.)  For  the  purpose  of  the  Land  Law  Acts,  the  tenant  of  a 
holding  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  bonsl  fide  occupation  thereof 
notwithstanding — 

(a)  that  any  dwelling-house  on  the  holdiilg,  not  being  the 
dwelling  in  which  the  tenant  for  the  time  being  resides,  and 
not  having  been  erected  by  the  tenant  in  breach  of  his  contract 
of  tenancy  or  of  a  statutory  condition,  is  sublet  to  or  in  the 
occupation  of  another  person ;  or 
(6)  that  any  other  part  of  the  holding  is,  otherwise  than  in 
breach  of  the  contract  of  tenancy  or  of  a  statutory  condition, 
sublet  to  or  in  the  occupation  of  another  person,  if  in  the 
estimation  of  the  court  a  part  not  less  than  seven-eighths  or 
thereabouts  in  value  of  the  holding,  excluding  from  such  value 
the  value  of  any  buildings  erected  by  the  tenant,  remains  in 
the  honk  fide  occupation  of  the  tenant,  and  if  the  subletting 
was  made  before  the  passing  of  the  Land  Law  (Ireland)  Act, 
1887,  or  if  it  was  substantially  in  substitution  for  a  letting 
existing  at  that  date. 

Provided  that — 

(i)  for  the  purpose  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section,  * 
a  breach  of  the  contract  of  tenancy  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
have  taken  place  if  the  landlord  waived  such  breach  ;  and 
(ii)  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  unless 
the  court  think  it  reasonable  to  entertain  the  application  having 
regard  to  the  acreage  of  the  holding  and  to  any  other  matter 
which  they  think  should  be  taken  into  consideration,  and  the 
court  may  entertain  the  application  notwithstanding  that  any 
such  house  or  part  of  a  holding  is  occupied  by  a  person  to 
whom  it  has  been  sublet  in  contravention  of  section  two  of  the 
Land  Law  (Ireland)  Act,  1881. 

(2.)  The  subletting  of  nny  such  dweUing-house  as  is  referred  to 
in  sub-section  (1)  (a)  of  this  section  during  the  continuance  of  a 
statutory  term  or  after  its  expiration  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a 
breach  of  any  statutory  condition,  nor  shall  section  two  of  the 
Land  Law  (Ireland)  Act,  1881,  apply  to  any  such  subletting, 
whether  made  before  or  after  the  passing  of  this  Act.

Where  on  an  application  to  fix  the  fair  rent  for  a  holding  Turbary  and 
it  is  prov^ed  to  the  court  that  the  tenant  of  the  holding  by  virtue  of  other  profits, 
his  tenancy  has  by  the  permission  of  the  Icmdlord  been  accustomed  !Ji^!J?.'  ^^ 
to  exei*cise  any  privilege  over  land  belonging  to  the  landlord,  the 
withholding  of  which  privilege  would  materially  diminish  the  value 
of  the  holding  to  the  tenant,  the  landlord  shall  be  required  to  elect 
whether  he  will  or  will  not  allow  the  tenant  to  exercise  as  of 
right  during  the  statutory  term,  under  the  same  restrictions  and 
conditions  as  theretofore,  or  such  other  restrictions  and  conditions 
as.  may  be  agreed  on  by  the  landlord  and  tenant,  that  which  he 
previously  exercised  by  permission,  and  if  the  landlord  consents  to 
so  allow,  such  exercise  shall  be  secured  to  the  tenant  by  the  order 
fixing  the  fair  rent,  and  if  the  landlord  refuses  to  so  allow  the  fair 
rent  shall  be  fixed  having  regard  to  such  refusal. 

(2.)  Where  an  order  securing  the  exercise  of  any  such  privilege 
is  so  made,  the  court,  during  the  continuance  of  the  statutory  term, 
may,  upon  the  application  of  the  landlord  or  of  any  other  tenant 
•exercising  the  like  privilege,  restrain  the  tenant  from  exercising 
the  privilege  in  any  manner  other  than  that  authorised  by  the 
order  or  by  any  reasonable  regulations  of  the  landlord  ma[de  in 
pursuance  of  the  order.  Provided  that  the  court  may  remit  the 
application  for  hearing  to  any  sub-commission,  which  at  the  time 
the  same  is  made  is  actually  sitting  or  is  about  to  sit  in  the  district 
in  which  the  holding  is  situate,  which  sub-commission  shall  have 
all  the  powers  of  the  court  to  hear  and  determine  the  matter  of 
the  application  and  make  an  order  thereon. 

10. — f  1.)  The  Land  Law  Acts  shall  apply,  and  be  deemed  to  have  Lettings  by

subject  to  the  obligations  of  landlord  accordingly. 

(2.)  Provided  that  where  a  fair  rent  has,  after  the  passing  of  this 
Act,  been  fixed  for  the  first  time  in  the  case  of  a  tenancy  to  which 
this  section  applies,  the  person  entitled  on  the  said  cesser  to  receive 
the  rent  of  the  holding  may,  within  the  prescribed  time  after 
becoming  entitled  to  recdve  such  rent,  apply  to  the  court  in  the 
prescribed  manner,  and  the  court,  after  giving  such  person  and  the 
tenant  of  the  holding  an  opportunity  of  being  heard,  may  proceed

instituted  a  proceeding  against  the  lessee  founded  upon  the  said 
violation.

An  Act  to  facilitate  the  Construction  of  Light  Railways 
iu  Great  Britain.  [14th  August  1896.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  as  follows : 

1, — (1.)  For  the  purpose  of  facihtating  the   construction  and  Bstablishment 
working  of  light  railways  in  Great  Britain,  there  shall  be  estab-  ^i(*^* 
lished  a  commission,  consisting  of  three  commissioners,  to  be  styled  CommiLion. 
the  light  Railway  Commissioners,  and  to   be  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

(2.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Light  Railway  Commissioners  to 
carry  this  Act  into  efiect,  and  to  offer,  so  far  as  they  are  able, 
every  facility  for  considering  and  maturing  proposals  to  construct 
light  railways. 

(3.)  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  any  of  the  light 
Raolway  Commissioners  by  reason  of  death,  resignation,  incapacity, 
or  otherwise,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  IVade  may  appoint 
some  other  person  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  so  from  time  to  time  as 
occasion  may  require. 

(4.)  There  shall  be  paid  to  cne  of  the  Commissioners  such  salary, 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  pounds  a  year,  as  the  Treasury  may 
direct. 

(5.)  The  Board  of  Trade  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Treasury 
as  to  number  and  remuneration,  appoint  and  employ  such  number 
of  officers  and  persons  as  they  think  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
the  execution  of  the  duties  of  the  Light  Railway  Comnussioners 
under  this  Act,  and  may  remove  any  officer  or  person  so  appointed 
or  employed.

(c)  join  any  other  council  or  any  person  or  body  of  persons^  in 
doing  any  of  the  things  above  mentioned  ;*a,ild 

(rf)  do  any  such  other  act  incidental  to  any  of  'the  thin^  above 
mentioned  as  may  be  authorised  by  the  order.' 

(2.)  Provided  that— 

(a)  an  order  authorising  a  council  to  undertake  to  construct  and 
work  or  to  contract  for  the  construction  or  working  of  a  Kght 
railway,  or  to  advance  money  to  a  light  railway  company,  shall 
not  be  made  except  on  an  application  by  the  council  made  in 
pursuance  of  a  special  resolution  passed  in  manner  directed  by 
the  First  Schedule  to  this  Act ;  and 

(6)  a  council  shall  not  construct  or  work  or  contract  for  the 
construction  or  working  of  any  light  railway  wholl}*^  or  partly 
outside  their  area,  or  advance  any  money  for  the  purpose  of 
any  such  railway,  except  jointly  with  the  council  of  the  outside 
area,  or  on  proof  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
that  such  construction,  working,  or  advance  is  expedient  in  the 
interests  of  the  area  of  the  first-mentioned  council,  and  in  the 
event  of  their  being  authorised  so  to  do  their  expenditure  shall 
be  so  limited  by  the  order  as  not  to  exceed  such  amount  as 
will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  bear  due  proportion 
to  the  benefit  which  may  be  expected  to  accrue  to  their  area 
from  the  construction  or  working  of  the  railway. 

Loans  by  4. — (1.)  Where  the  council  of  any  county,  borough,  or  district, 

Treasnrj.  have  advanced  or  agreed  to  advance  any  sum  to  a  light  railway 
company,  the  Treasury  may  also  agree  to  make  an  advance  to  the 
company  by  lending  them  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  quarter  of 
the  total  amount  required  for  the  purpose  of  the  light  railway, 
and  not  exceeding  the  amount  for  the  time  being  advanced  by  the 
council. 

Provided  that  the  Treasury  shall  not  advance  money  to  a  light 
railway  company  under  this  section,  unless  at  least  one-half  of  the 
total  amount  required  for  the  purpose  of  the  l^ht  railway  is 
provided  by  means  of  share  capital,  and  at  least  one-half  of  that 
share  capital  has  been  subscribed  ard  paid  up  by  persons  other 
than  local  authorities. 

(2.)  Any  loan  under  this  section  shall  bear  interest  at  such  rate 
not  less  than  three  pounds  two  shillings  and  sixpence  per  centum 
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per  annum  as  the  Treasury  may  from  time  to  time  authorise  as 
being  ia  their  opinion  sufficient  to  enable  such  loans  to  be  made 
without  loss  to  the  Exchequer,  and  shall  be  advanced  on  such 
conditions  as  the  Treasury  determine. 

(3.)  Where  the  Treasury  advance  money  to  a  light  railway 
company  under  this  section,  and  the  advance  by  the  council  to  the 
company  is  made  in  whole  or  part  by  means  of  a  loan,  the  loan  by 
the  Treasury  under  this  section  shall  rank  pari  passu  with  the  loan 
by  the  Council. 

5. — (1.)  Where  it  is  certified  to  the  Treasury  by  the  Board  of  Special 
A^culture  that  the  making  of  any  light  railway  under  this  Act  5?^^^^  ' 
lirquld  benefit  agriculture  in  any  district,  or  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
that  by  the  making  of  any  such  railway  a  necessary  means  of 
communication  would  be  established  between  a  fishing  harbour  or 
fishing  village  and  a  market,  or  that  such  raUway  is  necessary 
for  the  development  of  or  maintenance  of  some  definite  industry, 
but  that  owing  to  the  exceptional  circumstances  of  the  district  the 
railway  would  not  be  constructed  without  special  assistance  from 
the  State,  and  the  Treasury  are  satisfied  that  a  railway  company 
existing  at  the  time  will  construct  and  work  thtd  railway  if  an 
advance  is  made  by  the  Treasury  under  this  section,  the  Treasury 
may,  subject  to  the  limitation  of  this  Act  as  to  the  amount  to  be 
expended  for  the  purpose  of  special  advances,  agree  that  the 
railway  be  aided  out  of  public  money  by  a  special  advance  under 
this  section. 

Provided  that — 

(a)  the  Treasury  shall  not  make  any  such  special  advance  unless 
they  are  satisfied  that  landowners,  local  authorities,  and  other 
persons  locally  interested  have  by  the  free  grant  of  land  or 
otherwise  given  all  reasonable  assistance  and  facilities  in  their 
power  for  the  construction  of  the  railway ;  and 

(6)  a  special  advance  shall  not  in  any  case  exceed  such  portion 
not  exceeding  one  half  of  the  total  amount  required  for  the 
construction  of  the  railway  as  may  be  prescribed  by  rules  to

(3.)  Any  free  grant  or  loan  for  a  special  advance  under  this 
section  shall  be  made  on  such  conditions  and  at  such  rate  of  interest 
as  the  Treasury  direct.

(6)  served  notice  in  the  prescribed  manner  on  every  reputed 
owner,  lessee,  and  occupier  of  any  land  intended  to  be  taken, 
describing  in  each  case  the  land  intended  to  be  taken,  and 
inquiring  whether  the  person  so  served  assents  to  or  dissents 
from  the  taking  of  his  land,  and  requesting  him  to  state  any 
objections  he  may  have  to  his  land  being  taken. 
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The  plan  and  book  of  reference  shall  be  in  the  prescribed  form, 
and  for  the  purposes  of  this  section  the  expression  "  prescribed " 
shall  mean  prescribed  by  rules  made  under  this  Act 

(3.)  The  Commissioners  shall  before  deciding  on  an  application 
^ve  full  opportunity  for  any  objections  to  the  application  to  be  laid 
before  them,  and  shall  consider  all  such  objections,  whether  made 
formally  or  informally. 

(4)  If  after  consideration  the  Commissioners  think  that  the 
application  should  be  granted,  they  shall  settle  any  draft  order 
submitted  to  them  by  the  applicmts  for  authorising  the  railway,  and 
see  that  all  such  matters  (including  provisions  for  the  safety  of  the 
public  and  particulars  of  the  land  proposed  to  be  taken)  ard 
inserted  therein,  as  they  think  necessary  for  the  proper  construction 
and  working  of  the  railway. 

(5.)  The  order  of  the  Light  Railway  Commissioners  shall  be 
provisional  only,  and  shall  have  no  effect  until  confirmed  by  the 
Board  of  Trade  in  manner  provided  by  this  Act. 

(6.)  Where  an  application  for  a  light  railway  has  been  refused 
by  the  light  Railway  Commissioners,  the  applicants,  if  the  council 
of  any  county,  borough,  or  district,  may  appeal  against  such 
refusal  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  who  may,  at  any  time  if  they 
think  fit,  remit  the  application  or  any  portion  thereof  to  the  said 
Commissioners  for  further  consideration  with  or  without  special 
instructionSs 

8, — (1.)  The  Commissioners  shall  submit  any  order  made  by  Submwsioii  of 
them  under  this  Act  to   the  Board  of  Trade   for   confirmation,  ^^i^J^f^'^ 
accompanied  by  such  particulars  and  plans  as  may  be  required  by  confirmation, 
the  Board,  and  shall  also  make  and  lay  before  the  Board  with  the 
order  a  report  stating  the  objections  which  have  been  made  to  the 
application,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  have  been  dealt  with, 
and  any  other  matters  in    reference  to    the    order   which   the 
Commissioners  may  think  fit  to  insert  in  the  report.

(c)  any  objection  lodged  with  them  in  accordance  with  this  Act. 

(2.)  The  Light  Railway  Commissioners  shall,  so  far  as  they  are 
able,  give  to  the  Board  of  Trade  any  information  or  assistance 
which  may  be  required  by  th'^  Board  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
any  order  submitted  to  them  or  any  objection  thereto.  ^  j 
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(3.)  If  the  Board  of  Trade  on  such  consideration  are  of  opinion 
that  by  reason  of  the  magnitude  of  the  proposed  undertaking,  or 
of  the  effect  thereof  on  the  undertaking  of  any  railwny  company 
existing  at  the  time,  or  for  any  other  special  reason  relating  to  the 
undertaking,  the  proposals  of  the  promoters  Ought  to  be  submitted 
to  Parliament,  they  shall  not  confirm  the  order. 

(4.)  The  Board  of  Trade  shall  modify  the  provisions  of  the  order 
for  ensuring  the  safety  of  the  public  in  such  manner  as  they  consider 
requisite  or  expedient. 

(5.)  If  any  objection  to  the  order  is  lodged  with  Hxe  Board  of 
Trade  and  not  withdrawn,  the  Board  of  Trade  shall  consider  the 
objection  and  give  to  those  by  whom  it  is  made  an  opportunity  of 
being  heard,  and  if  after  consideration  they  decide  that  the  objec- 
tion should  be  upheld,  the  Board  shall  not  confirm  the  order,  or 
dhall  modify  the  order  so  as  to  remove  the  objection. 

(6.)  The  Board  of  Tra^le  may,  at  any  time,  if  they  think  fit, 
remit  the  order  to  the  Light  Railway  Commissioners  for  further 
consideration,  or  may  themselves  hold  or  institute  a  local  inquiry, 
and  hear  all  parties  interested.

matters);  and 

(c)  giving  the  necessary  powers  for  constructing  and  working 
the  railway,  including  power  to  make  agreements  with  railway 
and  other  companies  for  the  purpose ;  and 

(d)  giving  any  railway  company  any  power  required  for  carrying 
the  order  into  effect ;  and 

(e)  the  constitution  as  a  body  corporate  of  a  company  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  the  objects  of  the  order;  andpialp 
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(/)  the  representation  on  the  managing  body  of  the  railway  of 

any  council  who  advance,  or  agree  to  advance,  any  money  for 
-   the  purpose  of  the  railway ;  and 
(gr)  authorising  a  council  to  advance  or  borrow  money  for  the 

purposes  of  the  railway  and  limiting  the  amount  to  be  so 

advanced  or  borrowed,  and  regulating  the  terms  on  which  any 

money  is  to  be  so  advanced  or  borrowed ;  and 
(h)  the  manner  in  which  the  profits  are  to  be  divided,  where  an 

advance  is  made  by  a  council  to  a  light  railway  company  as 

part  of  the  share  capital  of  the  company ;  and 
(i)  the  proper  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  managing  body  of  the 

railway  where  the  managing  body  is  not  a  local  authority  and 

the  time  within  which  the  railway  must  be  constinicted ;  and 
(j)  fixing  the  maximum  rates  and  charges  for  traffic  ;  and 
(k)  in  the  case  of  a  new  company,  requiring  the  company  to 

make  a  deposit,  and  providing  for  the  time  of  making  and 

the  application  of  the  deposit ;  and 
(I)  empowering  any  local  authority  to  acquire  the  railway  ;  and 
(m)  any  other  matters,  whether  similar  to  the  above  or  not, 

which  may  be  considered  ancillary  to  the  objects  of  the  order 

or  expedient  for  carrying  those  objects  into  efiect 

12.— (1.)  The  Clauses   Acts,  as   defined  by  this  Act,  and   the  AppU^^n  of 
enactments  mentioned  in  the  Second  Schedule  to  this  Act,  shall  not  ^ay^^ctt. 
apply  to  a  light  railway  authorised  under  this  Act  except  so  far  as 
they  are  incorporated    or    applied  by  the  order  authorising  the 
railway. 

(2.)  Subject  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Act  and  to  any 
spedal  provisions  contained  in  the  order  authorising  the  railway, 
the  general  enactments  relating  to  railways  shall  apply  to  a  light 
vailway  under  this  Act  in  like  manner  as  they  apply  to  any  other 
railway;  and  for  the  purposes  of  those  enactments,  and  of  the 
Clauses  Acts  so  far  as  they  are  incorporated  or  applied  by  the 
order  authorising  the  railway,  the  light  railway  company  shall  be 
deemed  a  railway  company,  and  the  order  under  this  Act  a  special 
Act,  and  any  provision  thereof  a  special  enactment.  Provided  that 
a  light  railway  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a  railway  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Kail  way  Passenger  Duty  Act,  1842,  and  that  no  5  &  6  Vict, 
duties  shall  hereafter  be  levied  in  respect  of  passengers  conveyed  «•  79.

13. — (1.)  Where  any  order  under  this  Act  incorporates  the  Lands  ^o^?  <>* 
Clauses  Acts,  any  matter  which  under  those  Acts  may  be  deter-  ^tJiM  money 
mined  by  the  verdict  of  a  jury,  by  arbitration,  or  by  two  justices,  andcompen- 
shall  for  the  purposes  of  the  ordfer  be  referred  to  and  determined  •**j?°  ^*^' 
by  a  single  arbitrator  appointed  by  the  parties,  or  if  the  parties  lanJu*  ^ 
do  not  concur  in  the  appointment  of  a  single  arbitrator  then  by 
the  Board  of  Trade,  and  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  apply 
with  respect  to  the  determination  of  any  such  matter  in  lieu  of 
those  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Acts  relating  thereto.     Provided  that  in 
determining  the  amount  of  compensation,  the  arbitrator  shall  have 
regard  to  the  extent  to  which  the  remaining  and  contiguous  lands 
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and  liereditaments  beloDging  to  the  same  proprietor  may  be 
benefited  by  the  proposed  light  railway. 

(2.)  The  Board  of  Trade  may,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Lord 
Chfuicellor,  make  rules  fixing  a  scale  of  costs  to  be  applicable  on 
any  such  arbitration,  and  may,  by  such  rules,  limit  the  cases  in 
which  the  costs  of  council  ai'e  to  be  allowed. 

(3.)  The  Arbitration  Act,  1889,  shall  apply  to  any  arbitration 
under  this  section. 

14.  Any  order  under  this  Act  may,  notwithstanding  anything  in 
the  Lands  Clauses  Acts,  authorise  the  payment  to  trustees  of  any 
purchase  money  or  compensation  not  exceeding  five  hundr^ 
pounds. 

15. — (1.)  If  the  Board  of  Trade  hold  a  local  inquiry  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Act,  Part  I.  of  the  Board  of  Trade  Arbitrations, 
&c.  Act,  1874,  shall  apply  to  any  inquiry  so  held  as  if — 

(a)  the  inquiry  was  held  on  an  application  made  in  pursuance  of 
a  special  Act ;  and 

(b)  the  parties  making  tbe  application  for  the  order  authorising 
the  light  railway,  and  in  the  case  of  an  inquiry  held  with 
reference  to  an  objection  made  to  any  such  application  the 
persons  making  the  objection  in  addition,  were  parties  to  the 
application  within  the  meaning  of  section  three  of  the  Act. 

(2.)  The  Board  of  Trade  may  make  such  rules  as  they  tbink 
necessary  for  regulating  the  procedure  under  this  Act,  whether 
before  the  Board  of  Trade  or  before  the  Light  Railway  Commis- 
sioners, and  any  other  matters  which  they  may  think  expedient  to 
regulate  by  rule  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  Act  into  effect. 

(3.)  There  shall  be  charged  in  respect  of  proceedings  imder  this 
Act  before  the  Board  of  Trade  or  the  Light  Railway  Commissionera 
such  fees  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Treasuiy  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

(4.)  Any  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Trade  under  this  Act  shall, 
except  so  far  as  provision  is  made  for  their  payment  by  or  under 
this  Act,  be  defrayed  out  of  moneys  provided  by  Parliament. 

(5.)  The  Board  of  Trade  shall  present  to  Parliament  annually  a 
report  of  their  proceedings  and  of  tbe  proceedings  of  the  Light  . 
Railway  Commissioners  under  this  Act. 

16. — (1.)  The  council  of  any  county,  borough,  or  district  may  pay 
any  expenses  incurred  by  them  and  allowed  by  the  Light  Railway 
Commissioners  with  reference  to  any  application  for  an  order 
authorising  a  light  railway  under  this  Act,  in  the  case  of  a  county 
council  as  general  expenses,  in  tbe  case  of  a  borough  council  out 
of  the  borough  fund  or  rate,  and  in  the  case  of  a  district  council 
other  tlian  a  borough  council  as  general  expenses  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts. 

Provided  that  any  expenses  incurred  by  a  county  council  under 
this  Act  may  be  declared  by  the  order  authorising  the  railway  or, 
in  the  event  of  an  unsuccessful  application  for  such  an  order,  by 
the  Light  Railway  Commissioners,  to  be  exclusively  chargeable  on 
certain  parishes  only  in  the  county,  and  those  expenses  shall  be 
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levied  accordingly  as  expenses  for  a  special  county  purpose  under 
the  Local  Government  Act,  1888. 

(2.)  Where  the  council  of  any  county,  borough,  or  district  are  61  &  52  Vict, 
authorised  to  expend  any  money  by  an  order  authorising  a  light  c.  4i. 
railway  under  this  Act,  they  may  raise  the  money  required, — 

(a)  if  the  expenditure  is  capital  expenditure,  by  borrowing  in 
manner  authorised  by  the  order ;  and 

(b)  if  the  expenditure  is  not  capit£j  expenditure,  as  if  it  was  on 
account  of  the  expenses  of  an  application  under  this  Act. 

(3.)  The  Board  of  Trade  may  from  time  to  time  on  the  application 
of  any  council  extend,  subject  to  the  limitations  of  this  Act,  the 
limit  of  the  amount  which  the  council  are  authorised  by  an  order 
under  this  Act  to  borrow,  or  to  advance  to  a  light  railway  company, 
and  the  limit  so  extended  shall  be  substituted  for  the  limit  fixed  by 
the  order. 

(4.)  Where  an  order  under  this  Act  authorises  any  council  to 
borrow  for  the  purposes  of  a  light  i-ailway,  suitable  provision  shall 
be  made  in  the  order  for  requiring  the  replacement  of  the  money 
borrowed  within  a  fixed  period  not  exceeding  sixty  years,  either  by 
means  of  a  sinking  fund  or  otherwise.

Law  OflGlcers  and  Servants,  and  for  Contributions  towards 
such  Allowances  by  such  Ofiicers  and  Servants ;  and  to 
make  other  relative  provisions.         [14th  August  1896.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 
Short  title  and  1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Poor  Law  Officers'  Superannua- 
of^t^"^^^™^*  tion  Act,  1896,  and  shall  come  into  operation  from  and  immediately 
after  the  twenty -ninth  day  of  September  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-six.

have  attained  the  full  age  of  sixty-five  years,  shall  be  entitled  on 
resigning  or  otherwise  ceasing  to  hold  his  office  or  employment,  to 
receive  during  life  out  of  the  common  fund  of  the  union,  a  super- 
annuation allowance  according  to  the  scale  laid  down  in  this 
Act. 

An  officer  or  servant  shall  not  be  entitled  to  an  allowance  on 
the  ground  of  old  age  unless  he  has  completed  the  full  age  of  sixty 
years. 

Where  an  officer  or  servant  has  attained  the  age  of  sixty-five 
years  and  the  guardians  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  expedient 
in  the  interests  of  the  public  sei*vice  that  he  should  cease  to  hold 
his  office  or  employment,  it  shall  be  competent  for  them  to  require 
him  to  retire  upon  payment  to  him  of  the  superannuation  allowance 
to  which  he  may  be  entitled  under ^this  Act. 

3.  The  scale  for  superannuation  allowances  under  this  Act  shall  Scale  of

An  officer  or  servant  who  has  served  for  ten  years  but  less  than

Vorfeitnre  for  ?•  An  oflBcer  or  servant  who  is  dismissed  or  resigns  or  other- 
fraud,  &c.  -vnse  ceases  to  hold  office  in  consequence  of  any  offence  of  a 
fraudulent  character,  or  of  grave  misconduct,  shall  forfeit  all  claim 
to  any  superannuation  allowance  under  this  Act  in  respect  of  his 
previous  service,  provided  that  in  the  case  of  any  such  officer  or 
servant  the  guardians  may,  if  they  see  fit,  return  to  him  out  of  the 
common  fund  of  the  union  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of  all  or 
part  of  his  contributions  under  this  Act.

Application  of  Act  to  other  Authorities. 

14.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  apply  to  the  managers  of  Application  of

Miscellaneous.

CHAPTER  52.

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

1. — (1.)  If  any  person  without  lawful  excuse  receives,  or  has  in  Punishment 
his  possession,  any  property  stolen  outside  the  United  Kingdom,  pogJ^Siof 
knowing  such  property  to  have  been  stolen,  he  shall  be  liable  to  property 
penal  servitude  for  any  term  not  less  than  three  years  and  not  *tj^^®°, 
more  than   seven   years,  or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  ex-  *  ^^^ 
ceeding   two   years,  with    or   without   hard   labour,  and  may  be 
indicted  in  any  county  or  place  in  which  he  has,  or  has  had,  the 
property. 

(2.)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  property  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  stolen  where  it  has  been  taken,  extorted,  obtained, 
embezzled,  converted,  or  disposed  of,  under  such  circumstances  that, 
if  the  act  had  been  committed  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  person 
committing  it  w^ould  have  been  guilty  of  an  indictable  offence 
according  to  the  law  for  the  time  being  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

(3.)  An  offence  under  this  section  shall  be  a  felony  or  mis- 
demeanor according  as  the  act  committed  outside  the  United 
Kingdom  would  have  been  a  felony  or  misdemeanor  if  committed 
in  England  or  Ireland. 

(4.)  This  section  shall  be  construed  and  have  effect  as  part  of  the  84  &  25  Vict 
Larceny  Act,  1861.  c.  96.

CHAPTER  54. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Acts  relating  to  Public  Health  in 
Ireland.  [14th  August  1896.] 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  : 


Powers  of  Sanitary  Authorities, 

1.  The  Local  Government  Board  may,  on  the  application  of  the  l/ocal  Govem- 
sanitary  authority  of  any  rural  district,  or  of  persons  rated  to  the  ™^*iny*jf 
relief  of  the  poor,  the  assessment  of  whose  hereditaments  amounts  roral  authority; 
at  the  least  to  one  tenth  of  the  net  rateable  value  of  such  district,  with  powers 
or  of  any  contributory  place  therein,  by  order  to  be  published  in  the  authori^ 
Dublin  Gazette,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  Local  Government  *" 
Board  may  direct,  declare  any  provisions  of  the  Public  Bealth

CHAPTER  66. 

An  Act  to  make  prorisions  relating  to  the  offices  of 
Chairman  and  Deputy  Chairman  of  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions  for  the  County  of  London. 

[14th  August  1896.] 

T^HEREA^S  it  is  expedient  to  authorise  and  provide  for  the 
▼  ▼  grant  of  pensions  to  the  chairman  and  deputy  chairman  of 
the  court  of  quarter  sessions  for  the  county  of  London  and  to 
provide  for  the  appointment  of  deputies  and  clerks  as  in  this  Act 
set  forth : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Ife^esty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parllamont  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows  :  r^^^^T^ 
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1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  the  Qacen  to  assign  a  Providing 
pension  to  the  chairman  or  to  any  deputy  chairman  of  the  court  J<>'  a  pension 
of  quarter  sessions  for  the  county  of  London —  chairman 

(a)  after  such  chairnmn  or  deputy  chairman  shall  have  attained  and  deputy 
the   age  of  seventy  years,  if  he  shall   then  have   completed  chairman, 
fifteen  years  service ;  or 

(b)  after  such  chairman  or  deputy  chairman  shall  have  completed 
fifteen  years  service,  if  he  shall  attain  the  age  of  seventy  years 
before  having  completed  fifteen  years  service ;  or 

(c)  in  the  event  of  such  chairman  or  deputy  chairman  being 
disabled  by  permanent  infirmity  from  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  his  office.

BE  it  enacteil  b}*^  the  Queen's  most  Excelic  nt  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consont  of  the  Lord*i  Spiritual  and 
Tempora^  and  Commons,  in  this  present  FarUament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

1.  From  and  a^ter  the  passing  of  this  Act  the  powers  exerc'seable 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  on  application  under  section  eight  of  the 
Wild  Birds  Protection  ALct,  1880,  shall  extend  to  the  making  of  an 
order  i)robibiting,  for  special  reasons  mentioned  in  tiie  application, 
the  taiking  or  killing  of  particular  kinds  of  wild  birds  during  tho 
whole  or  any  part  of  that  peri(xl  of  the  year  to  which  the  protection 
of  wild  birds  under  that  Act  does  not  extend,  or  the  taking  or  killing 
of  all  wild  birds  in  particular  places  during  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  that  period. 

2.  Public  notice  of  any  order  made  under  this  Act  shall  be 
given  in  the  manner  required  by  the  Wild  Birds  Protection  Act, 
1894,  with  respect  to  orders  made  under  that  Act. 

Explanation  of  3.  Thc  powera  exerciseable  under  the  Wild  Birds  Protection

nexion therewith,  and  to  raise  the  neces&ary  capital  for  that 
purpose,  and  by  section  fifty-two  of  the  Act  certain  provisions 
were  to  take  effect  in  the  event  of  the  Treasury  being  authorised 
t )  guarantee  and  guaranteeing,  for  a  period  of  thirty  years  from 
the  date  of  the  opening  for  passenger  traffic  of  the  railway,  the 
payment  of  interest  or  dividend  at  the  rate  of  three  pounds  per 
centum  per  annum  on  two  hundred  and  sxty  thousand  poimds  of 
the  share  and  loan  capital  to  be  raised  under  the  Act,  and  granting 
a  sum  of  thirty  thousand  pounds  towards  the  cost  of  constructing 
the  pier,  breakwater,  and  other  works  by  the  Act  authorised,  and 
it  is  expedient  that  tlie  Treasury  be  authorised  to  give  such 
guarantee  and  make  such  grant : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritunl  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

1. — (1,)  The  Treasury  may,  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  Power  for 
contiiined  in  the  agreement  dat.d  the  tenth  day  of  March  one  "^^^JI^^JJ^*^^ 
tihousand  eight  hundred  ajid  ninetj^-six,  between  WiiUam^  Hi^cs^"*J^°jo^^ 
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eertain  capiui  Fisher,  Esquire,  and  Eklward  George  Yilliers  Stanley  (commonly 
bii^^iUrar  ^^^  ^^^  Stanley),  two  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her 
Gompaoy,  a^.  Majesty's  Treasury,  and  the  West  Highland  Railway  Company 
(being  the  agreement  in  the  schedule  to  this  Act),  guarantee  for  a 
period  of  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  the  opening  for  passenger 
traflSe  of  the  railway,  the  payment  of  interest  or  dividend  at  the 
rate  of  three  pounds  per  centum  per  annum  on  two  hundred  and

During  the  period,  not  exceeding  the  said  period  of  thirty 
years,  for  which  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  interest  or  dividend 
guaranteed  by  this  Act  shall  be  payable  by  the  Treasury,  the 
railway  shall  not  be  assessed  to  any  local  rate  at  a  higher  value 
than  that  at  which  the  land  occupied  by  the  railway  would  have 
been  assessed  if  it  had  remained  in  the  condition  in  which  it  was 
immediately  before  it  was  acquired  for  the  purpose  of  the  railway.

Agreement  between  the  Treasury  and  the  West  Highland 
Railway  Company. 

An  Aobeement  under  Seal  made  this  tenth  day  of  March  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-six,  between  William  Hayes  Fisher,  Esquire, 
and  Edward  George  Villiers  Stanley  (commonly  cidled  Lonl  Stanley), 
two  of  the  Lords  Commissionere  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  (herein- 
after calle*!  "  the  Treasury  ")»  of  the  first  part,  and  the  West  Highland 
Railway  Company  (herein-after  called  "  the  Company*')  of  the  second 
part: 

Whereas  by  the  West  Highland  Railway  Act,  1894  (herein-after  called 
"  the  said  Act "),  the  Company  were  empowered  to  construct  an  exterLslon 
of  their  railway  from  Banavio  to  Mallaig,  with  a  pier  and  other  works  con- 
nected therewith,  aiul  to  raise  two  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  pounds 
additional  share  capital  and  to  borrow  one  hundred  and  twenty-ei<yht 
thousand  pounds  as  in  the  said  Act  mentioned. 
And  whereas  sections  51  and  52  of  the  said  Act  are  as  follows  :— 
(51.)  '*  In  the  event  of  the  Treasury  being  authorised  to  guarantee  the 
payment  of  interest  or  dividend  on  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  the  share 
and  loan  capital  to  be  raised  under  this  Act,  and  to  grant  any  sum  or  sums 
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of  money  towards  the  cost  of  constructing  the  pier,  breakwater,  and  other 
works  by  this  Act  authorised,  the  Company  may  enter  into  and  fulfil  agree- 
ments  with  the  Treasury  with  respect  to  such  guarantee  and  grant,  and 
may  accept  and  comply  with  such  conditions  and  obligations  as  the  Treasury 
may  attach  thereto,  provided  that  such  conditions  and  obligations  do  not 
diminish  the  security  of  any  mortgages  or  debenture  stock  granted  or  issued 
by  the  Company  before  the  date  of  such  Agreement." 

(52.)  "  In  the  event  of  the  Treasury  being  authorised  to  guarantee  and 
guaranteeing,  for  a  period  of  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  the  opening  for 
passenger  traffic  of  the  railway  by  this  Act  authorised,  the  payment  of 
interest  or  dividend  at  the  rate  of  three  pounds  per  centum  per  annum,  on 
two  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  pounds  of  the  share  and  loan  capital  to  be 
raised  under  this  Act,  and  granting  a  sum  of  thirty  thousand  pounds  towards 
the  cost  of  constructing  the  pier,  breakwater,  and  other  works  by  this  Act 
authorised,  sections  41  and  43  of  the  North  British  Railway  Act,  1893,  and 
the  Agi*eement  set  forth  in  the  Third  Schedule  to  that  Act,  except  Article 
Seventh  thereof,  shall  be  held  to  extend  to  and  include  the  railway,  pier, 
breakwater,  and  works  by  this  Act  authorised,  and  if  the  net  revenue 
accruing  to  the  Company  from  the  said  railway,  pier,  breakwater,  and 
works  afler  payment  of  the  items  included  in  Article  Sixth  of  the  said 
Agreement  is  not,  along  with  the  interest  or  dividend  to  be  received  by  the 
Company  from  the  Treasury,  sufficient  in  any  half-year,  to  pay  interest  or 
dividend  for  such  half-year,  at  the  rate  of  three  pounds  per  centum  per 
annum  on  the  whole  paid-up  share  and  loan  capital  of  the  Company  to  be 
raised  under  this  Act,  the  North  British  Railway  Company  shall  contribute 
such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  up  interest  or  dividend  at  that  rate 
upon  the  paid-up  share  and  loan  capital  of  the  Company,  and  may  under« 
take  to  contribute  such  additional  sum  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  up  such' 
interest  or  dividend  to  the  rate  of  three  pounds  ten  shillings  per  centum  per 
annum,  and  the  whole  surplus  if  any  of  the  net  revenues  of  the  Company, 
after  payment  of  such  interest  or  dividend  at  either  of  the  rates  aforesaid, 
shall  belong  and  be  paid  to  the  North  British  Railway  Company." 

And  whereas  Her  Majesty's  Government  propose  to  introduce  a  Bill 
into  Parliament  authorising  the  Treasury  to  K^arantee  on  such  terms  as 
they  think  fit  for  a  period  of  thii-ty  years  from  the  date  of  the  opening  for 
passenger  traffic  of  the  railway  authorised  by  the  said  Act  (herein-after 
referred  to  as  "  the  railway ")  the  payment  of  interest  or  dividend  at  the 
rate  of  three  pounds  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  two  hundred  and  sixty 
thousand  pounds  of  share  capital  to  be  raised  under  the  said  Act  and  to 
errant  the  said  sum  of  thirty  thousand  pounds : 
It  is  agreed  in  the  event  of  the  said  Bill  becoming  an  Act  as  follows  : — 
(1.)  From  the  date  of  the  opening  for  traffic  of  any  portion  of  the 
railway,  the  Company  will  in  the  first  instance  apply  fifty  per  cent, 
of  the  gross  revenues  arising  therefrom  after  payment  thereout  of  (1) 
Government  duty  and  (2)  poor  school  county  and  other  rates  and  taxes 
towards  payment  of  a  dividend  of  three  per  centum  on  the  above- 
mentioned  capital  of  two  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  pounds. 
(2.)  The  Company  shall  render  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  half-yearly  or 
otherwise  as  the  Treasury  may  direct,  returns  of  all  traffic  arising  or 
terminating  on  or  passing  over  the  railway  and  of  the  gross  revenues 
arising  therefrom. 
(3.)  The  Company  will  pay  the  costs  incurred  by  the  Board  of  Trade  in 
checking  such  returns    and  seeing    that  the  said  traffic  and  gross 
revenues  are  duly  accounted  for. 
(4.)  The  Company  will  keep  or  procure  to  be  kept  by  the  Company 
working  the  railway  proper  and  sufficient  accounts  and  vouchers,  which>  j 
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shall  be  open  at  all  reasonable  times  to  examination  and  transcription 
bj  the  Board  of  Trade. 

(5.)  On  the  fulfilment  by  the  Company  from  time  to  time  and  at  all 
times  during  the  continuance  of  this  Agreement  of  the  above  conditions, 
the  Treasury  will  guarantee  for  a  period  of  thirty  years  from  the  date 
of  the  opening  for  passenger  tnmc  of  the  railway,  the  payment  of 
interest  or  dividend  at  the  rate  of  three  pounds  per  centum  per  annum 
on  the  two  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  pounds  of  share  capital  to  be 
raised  under  the  said  Act,  and  will  pay  half-yearly  to  the  Company 
such  sum  as  along  with  the  balance  of  fifty  per  centum  of  the  gross 
revenues  of  the  Company  arising  from  the  railway  after  payment 
thereout  of  Government  duty  and  rates  and  taxes  as  aforesaid  may  be 
necessary  to  enable  the  Company  to  pay  a  dividend  for  the  half-year 
immediately  preceding  the  date  of  payment  of  three  pounds  per  centum 
per  annum  on  tlie  said  capital  of  two  hundred  and  sixty  thousand 
pounds. 

(6.)  Her  Majesty's  Government  will  pay  to  the  Company  the  said  sum 
of  thirty  thousand  pounds  towards  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  the 
said  pier  and  breakwater  on  the  completion  thereof  being  certified  by 
the  Board  of  Trade. 

(7.)  No  liability  shall  attach  to  the  Treasury  under  this  Agreement  other 
than  the  liability  to  pay  in  accordance  with  clause  6  of  this  Agreement 
the  said  sum  of  thirty  thousand  pounds,  and  from  time  to  time  during 
the  continuance  of  this  Agreement  such  sums  as  may  be  required  to 
give  effect  to  clause  5  of  this  Agreement  out  of  moneys  provided  by 
Parliament,  or  if  such  moneys  are  not  suflicient,  out  of  moneys  charged 
on  and  paid  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund  or  the  growing  produce 
thereof;  provided  that  such  last -mentioned  moneys  eh^  not  be 
payable  as  part  of  the  annual  charge  for  the  National  Debt. 

(8.)  If  at  any  time  during  the  continuance  of  this  Agreement  the  portion 
of  the  undertaking  of  the  Company  authorised  by  the  said  Act  is,  with 
the  sanction  of  Parliament,  acquired  by  and  transferred  to  or  amalga- 
mated with  the  undertaking  of  any  other  company  or  companies,  then, 
on  the  completion  of  such  acquisition,  transfer,  or  amalgamation  such 
other  company  or  companies  shall  be  and  be  deemed  to  be  substituted 
for  the  Company  in  these  presents. 

(9.)  This  Agreement  is  in  substitution  of  the  Agreement  between  the 
Company  and  two  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  dated  the  seventh  day  of  May  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  nine-five.

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice .  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
•and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

1.  This  Act    may  be  cited  for  all  pui-poses  as   the  Baths  and  Short  tide. 
Washhouses  Act,  1896,  and  this  Act  and  the  Baths  and  Washhouses 

Acts,  1846  to  1882,  may  be  cited  together  for  all  purposes  as  the 
Baths  and  Washhouses  Acts,  1846  to  1896. 

2.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  the  following  proviso  Amendment  of 
to  section   five   of   the  Batlis   and  Washhouses   Act,  1878,  viz. :  ^^^^^^  J***-
